Although the California Highway 
Patrol has voiced its opposition to 
Assemblywoman Gwen Moore’s (D- 
Los Angeles) AB2560, which would 
outlaw lane splitting on California 
highways, California Assemblywo- 
man Marian LaFollett (R-Northridge) 
has introduced similar legislation in 
the State Assembly. AB3007 follows on 
the coattails of AB2560, which had a 
March 5 hearing in the Transportation 
Committee delayed due to opposition 
from motorcyclists. “A lane splitting 
law would have a detrimental effect on 
(traffic) congestion relief,” said CHP 
Sergeant Gary Dominguez, who is also 
the coordinator of the California 
Motorcycle Safety Program. 


Multi-time National and Supercross 
Champion Rick Johnson suffered a 
minor bone chip in his little finger of 
his right hand during the March 10 
Daytona Supercross in Daytona Beach, 
Florida. According to Johnson’s 
accountant Dave Stevenson, Johnson 
will miss the March 17 Las Vegas and 
March 24 Rose Bowl Supercross events’ 
but hopes to return for the second 
round of the 125/250cc National MX 
Series on April 1 in Sacramento, 
California. 


Well-known race announcers and TV 
ersonalities Dave Despain and 
Maiers were presented the 
AMA’s Hazel Kolb Brighter Image 
Award during Daytona Cycle Week. 


Baseball great Reggie Jackson was 
the guest speaker at Saturday’s Amer- 
ican Heritage Foundation fund- 
raising breakfast at Daytona. Jackson 
departed the gathering immediately 
after his speech and failed to show up 
for a lap of honor prior to Sunday’s 
Daytona 200. That brought forth the

Cowan seriously injured at Daytona 





condition as the result of his crash while leading 

the 100 Kilometer International Light- 
weight final at Daytona International Speedway. 

Riding in his first race for Team Marlboro 
Roberts Yamaha, Cowan was hospitalized after 
striking the wall lining Daytona’s west banking. 
Daytona’s safety crew initially found Cowan 
unconscious and with very low blood pressure, 
and he did not regain conciousness until reaching 
the infield medical center. He was later transported 
to Halifax Hospital where he underwent a full- 
body scan to ascertain the extent of his injuries. 
The attending physicians there discovered 
multiple fractures of Cowan’s vertabrae, plus internal chest injuries and several 
fractured ribs; they also suspect a spinal cord injury, but said they would have 
to wait 48 hours for his spinal shock to subside before making any prognosis. 
At presstime, Cowan had no feeling below the waist.

ets combined-use highways 


fornia’s highways for combined use by 
off-highway vehicles recently went into 

effect following the approval of appropriate 
highway signs. 

The program will allow OHVs on desig- 
nated portions of highways, up to three miles 
long, which meet designated criteria. Such 
highways must provide a connecting link 
between OHV trail segments, OHV recreation 
area and necessary service facilities, lodging 
facilities and an OHV recreation facility, and 
the highway must be constructed so as to safely 
permit the use of regular vehicular traffic plus 
the use of OHV vehicles on that highway. s z z

way segments will be reviewed by the Commissioner of the Califórnia Highway 
Patrol. The CHP will then determine potential traffic safety hazards, and if the 
proposal receives a favorable review from the CHP, then the highway may be 
designated as a combined use highway.

Two federal legislators from Idaho 
have introduced a bill that would 
encourage states to develop and 
improve off-highway vehicle (OHV) 
recreation programs. Sponsored by 
Senator Steve Symms (R-Idaho) and 
Larry Craig (R-Idaho), the legislation, 
called the National Recreation 
Trails Acts of 1990, would provide 
states with the necessary funds to 
construct and maintain trails, acquire 
easements for public recreation and 
build trailside facilities. Under the 
provisions of the legislation, the 
federal government would be required 
to redistribute gasoline taxes paid by 
OHV trail users to a national trail 
development and maintenance pro- 
gram. The bill would, for the first time, 
make funds available for non-highway 


purposes. 


Defending National Hare Scrambles 
Champion Scott Plessinger was a 
no-show at the opening round of the 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
Series in Sanford, North Carolina, 
March 11, due to an injured knee. 
Plessinger crashed while competing in 
a local hare scrambles on March 3 and 
cut his knee, which required 10 
stitches. Plessinger says he’ll be ready 
for the second round of the series in 
Cadiz, Kentucky, March 25. 


Dr. John Wittner’s Moto Guzzi 
finally made its return to U.S. Pro 
Twins road racing at Daytona after 








spending the better part of last year 
in Italy serving as the prototype for 
Guzzi’s new Daytona 1000 street bike. 
Wittner’s bike now sports a number 
of production parts (although cast in 
magnesium rather than the street 
bike’s aluminum) including the 
cylinder heads. The bike had difficul- 
ties holding a straight line early in the 
week, but. Wittner solved the problem 
by shifting the weight bias toward the 
front; the week ended with rider Doug 
Brauneck suffering a race-ending flat 
tire. Still, Wittner said he was happy 
with the bike’s performance, especially 
since the engine proved to be (for once) 
trouble-free. 


AMA/CCS will hold open practice 
and a new riders school on Friday, 
March 30, at Roebling Road, in 
Georgia, and Friday, April 13, at 
Blackhawk Farms, in Illinois. 


In last week’s CMC Golden State 
National MX coverage from Glen 
Helen Raceway, winner Mike Hea- 
ley incorrectly stated in a quote that 
one of his sponsors was F&L Fuel, 
when it is actually Trick Racing Fuel. 


Road racer Doug Polen, who lost 
four toes from his left foot in a testing 
accident at Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway in southern California 
was a spectator at Daytona. “I’m 
hopeful that the plastic surgeon will 
give me the green light to start walking 
on it in 10 days,” Polen, who spent 
the majority of his time touring the 
paddock area in a golf cart, said. “I’m 
going to go see Dr. Kieffer to get it 


worked out. I’m just going to have to 
work on it and see how it feels; we'll 
be able to tell what they have to modify, 
if anything. I’m hoping I'll be able to 
make the second round of the Japanese 
Championship on April 22.” 


Also on hand at Daytona was three- 
time Camel Pro Champion Bubba 
Shobert. The Texan, who is under 
contract with Honda’s marketing 
department, was on hand to do pro- 
motional work for Honda. “‘It’s really 
hard to watch these races,” Shobert 
said. “It really makes you want to get 
back out there.” Shobert, who suffered 
head injuries at the U.S. GP last April, 
still has hopes of making a return to 
racing, and may compete in a dirt track 
or two in 1990. “‘I’d love to do 
DuQuoin; that was always my favor- 
ite,” he said. 


A letter of intent has been filed by the 
reportedly bankrupt holding company 
Trans-Pacific and Tucker/Rocky Dis- 
tributing for the latter to purchase 


Malcolm Smith Racing. 


According to Team Green manager 
Mark Johnson, Team Green will not 
be participating in the March 17 Las 
Vegas 300. Johnson said, ‘‘After 
sponsoring this event for the last two 
years, we came to an impasse with the 
promoter (Casey Folks) due to another 
manufacturer’s involvement with the 
event. According to Folks, he received 
pressure from another manufacturer to 
eliminate Kawasaki from sponsoring 
the event. It is unfortunate as this race 
has been a good event for both 
Kawasaki and the riders both on and 
off the track. We have simply chosen 





to channel our energy and resources 
in different directions for the 1990 
season.” The Las Vegas 300 is a team 
race and is a round of the Best in the 
Desert Series. 


Three-time World Champion Kenny 
Roberts wasn’t pleased when the 
AMA tried to force him to put AMA 
Pro Racing patches on his riders Rich 
Oliver and Gary Cowan’s leathers, and 
similar stickies on the Marlboro- 
sponsored Yamaha TZ250s at Daytona. 
The AMA’s Ron Zimmerman told 
Roberts that the bikes and riders were 
required to have the patches and 
stickers or they wouldn’t be allowed 
through tech inspection prior to the 
AMA 250cc Grand Prix series opener. 
“Do what you’ve got to do,” Roberts 
told Zimmerman. “Its ridiculous,” 
Roberts said later. “My riders leathers 
and bike’s fairings aren’t cluttered 
because the sponsors that are on them 
pay a lot of money to be there. If I’m 
going to start promoting organizations 
for free then there will be a WERA 
sticker next to the AMA one.” The 
bikes breezed through tech without a 
word being spoken to Roberts, who 
was standing by set for an argument.

Tacoma program has city youths riding 


ouths in the Tacoma, Washington, urban area are never far away from a 
day of riding thanks to the Metropolitan Park District of Tacoma’s Ready 
to Ride program. 

Called Pick Up and Ride, youngsters from 8 to 16 can sign up to be picked 
up at their homes by Ready to Ride guides for one-day trips to Washington’s 
off-road vehicle areas. The trips cost $5.00 and are held every Saturday, weather 
permitting, from September through May, and every Tuesday and Thursday June 
through August. 

Pick Up and Ride participants must wear protective equipment, have an ORV 
sticker or license tag and U.S. Forest Service-approved spark arrestor on their 
machine to be eligible for the rides. 

The Ready to Ride program is aimed at teaching safe, responsible riding, 
environmental protection and respect for others using outdoor recreational facilities 
not only to youths but adults as well. 

In addition to the Pick Up and Ride program, Ready to Ride also offers several 
schools to improve off-road riding, motocross, enduro and street riding skills as 
well as motorcycle maintenance skills. 

As a possible solution to illegal riding, Ready to Ride was created in 1986 
by the Metropolitan Park District of Tacoma with a grant from the Washington 
State Interagency Committee for Outdoor Recreation (IAC). The IAC is funded 
by vehicle license fees paid by ORV owners and from one percent of the state 
fuel tax revenues.

Dear California Assembly 
Transportation Committee: 


I’m writing in opposition to Assem- 
bly Bills 2560 and 3007 that relate to 
the operation of motorcycles on the 
highways in California. 

I am a retired LAPD Officer who 
spent 14 years patrolling the streets and 
freeways of Los Angeles on a motor- 
cycle. I have ridden motorcycles in 
California for nearly 40 years and 
currently ride almost every day. I am 
an instructor for the Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation. I am not an irresponsible 
rider. I do “split lanes” when I ride. 

Here are my reasons for opposing 
the above laws: 

1.) This is an emotional issue, not 
one of safety. Why? *There are no 
accident statistics that necessitate such 
laws. *There is a study that indicates 
the opposite (The Hurt Report). 
*Everyone I have talked to that does 
not ride a motorcycle says, “It looks 
unsafe,” or “It makes me mad that they 
pass me when I’m stuck in traffic!” 

2.) There are already laws on the 
books that govern the issues that are 
brought up by proponents of the laws. 
Please research the following Califor- 
nia Vehicle Code Sections: 22350 VC, 
21055 & 56 VC, 22517 VC. *The basic 
speed law (22350) requires vehicles to 
be driven at “a reasonable speed,” with 
respect to the traffic conditions. 
Officers can and should cite, as I used 
to when I was a traffic officer, motor- 
cycle riders who ride between the cars 
too fast. *Section 22517 VC requires 
that a driver may not open his vehicle 
door in traffic unless it is safe to do 
it. Opening a vehicle door can be 
dangerous anytime. 

3.) It is my 40 years experience as 
a rider and 23 years as a police officer, 
that most accidents involving motor- 
cycles and cars changing lanes happen 
while the motorcyclist is in his own 
lane minding his own business, but 
is still not seen by the car driver prior 
to his lane change. 

4.) Because other states have it, 
California should. Really? *Other 
states don’t sell liquor on Sundays 
either. There are many laws that others 
have that we don’t have. So what? 

5.) Traffic is congested enough and 
grid lock is bad enough. That’s why 
some of us ride! These proposed laws 
will further increase grid lock. 

Please consider the above and stop 
this unnecessary legislation in your 
committee!

I'm writing in regards to California 
Assembly Bill 2560 in an attempt to 
add some information to your decision 
making process. I live in the San 
Fernando Valley and commute to 
Hollywood on a motorcycle daily, and 
I'm heavily involved in the motorcycle 
industry through my job here at 
Motorcyclist magazine. Our staff 
consists of five riding editors who log 
over 30,000 miles each year and we all 
advocate lane-splitting, or lane- 
sharing for several reasons. 

Gwen Moore is on record as saying 
she knows nothing about Motorcycle 
Accident Cause Factors and Identifi- 
cation of Countermeasures report, 
otherwise known as the Hurt Report 
done in the early ’80s at USC. It’s 
important to consider the report in 
your decision as it is widely accepted 
as the definitive study on motorcycle 
safety. In this report, and in subse- 
quent interviews, Professor Harry 
Hurt discusses the pros and cons of 
lane sharing and finds this practice less 
hazardous, when done correctly, than 
staying in a traffic line. The reasons 
have to do with the small, single brake 











light motorcycles have, and the inat- 
tention of following drivers. 

But the main reason for this letter 
is an attempt to change the thinking 
of the Assembly Transportation Com- 
mittee about motorcycles. Rather than 
attempt to ban or control a motorcy- 
cle’s ability to move through and 
around traffic, capitalize on it. Europe 
sees motorcycles as a solution, not a 
problem. Rome, Italy, has banned 
four-wheelers in the inner city, allow- 
ing only motorcycles, and other Euro- 
pean cities have done the same. Ask 
any California Highway Patrolman in 
the Los Angeles area and he/she will 
tell you traffic flow is the most 
important thing; why then eliminate 
a solution to traffic congestion? Why 
not capitalize on it? 

I urge this committee to contact the 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation (800) 
447-4700, and to work with them 
towards making motorcycles an 
accepted part of California’s traffic- 
congestion solution, 

In closing, I'd like to include some 
figures reported in the September, 
1989, issue of Cycle World magazine 
derived from a European study. The 
study found that motorcycles occupy 
roughly one-tenth of the road space of 
a family car (3.93 square feet versus 
36.9 square feet), a figure that makes 
motorcycles sensible, on crowded free- 
ways and city streets, as well as in over- 
filled parking lots. Motorcycles also 
make sense in mileage comparisons, 
but that fact has little to do with your 
committee’s work on AB2560. 

Thank you for your time. Please feel 
free to contact me or any of the 
Motorcyclist magazine staff for infor- 
mation or clarification. I urge you to 
allow motorcycles to share lanes with 
automobiles. I urge you to regard 
motorcycles not as a problem, but as 
the solution.

Sadowski nips Rentrow 
in Daytona 200 thriller

espite being involved in the first- 
Der melee that saw two of the 

top five qualifiers eliminated on 
the first lap, Vance & Hines Yamaha’s 
David Sadowski managed to edge the 
Commonwealth Honda of Randy 
Renfrow to win the Daytona 200 by 
Arai, in the closest finish in the history 
of the prestigious race. 

Sadowski’s victory was the first AMA 
National win of his career, but it was 
not without incident as he narrowly 
escaped being taken out of the race in 
the very first corner. 

As the 74-rider field began its assault 
on turn one, third fastest qualifier 
Jamie James and fifth fastest qualifier 
Niall Mackenzie collided, causing 
them both to crash and others around 
them, including Sadowski, to scurry 
to safety. The New England native was 
able to recover, however, and started 
a charge that soon had him among the 
leaders. 

What followed was a thrilling battle 
that saw three-and-four-rider battles 
up front for the majority of the 200 
miles. In the end it came down to the 
Vance & Hines Yamaha of Sadowski 
vs. the Commonwealth Racing Honda 
of Renfrow with Sadowski winning by 
a scant .64 of a second. The 25-year- 
old pocketed $12,785 of the $175,000 
purse for his efforts with Renfrow 
earning $8,570. 

Third place went to Kawasaki’s 
Doug Chandler, who also took to the 
grass in the first corner mishap, and 





would later again use his dirt tracking 
skills as he came even closer to crashing 
after hitting oil in the fast dog-leg left 
section of the infield in the closing 
stages of the race. Chandler earned 
$2080 for his third place finish, 
plus an additional $5000 for finish- 
ing the race as the top ranked dirt 
tracker. 

Fourth place went to Yamaha- 
mounted Donald Jacks with Dale 
Quarterley riding a four-year-old Gee- 
Vee Performance-backed Honda 
VFR750 to a fifth place finish. 

The two Yamahas of Mark Chin and 
Tom Kipp led home the Yoshimura 
Suzuki of dirt track legend Jay Spring- 
steen as the three finished seventh, 
eighth and ninth, respectively. Cana- 
da’s Jacques Guenette rounded out the 
top 10 finishers on his Monette Sport- 
backed Suzuki. 

Sadowski averaged only 100.101 
mph due to the fact that 10 laps of 
the 57-lap race were run under caution 
periods, and controlled by a pace car. 
The 200-mile event was completed in 
two hours, three minutes and 45.770 
seconds. 

An estimated 30,000 race fans wit- 
nessed the 49th running of the Daytona 
200. 

“When Jamie (James) and (Niall) 
Mackenzie bumped in turn one I eased 
it off and went on the grass,” Sadowski 
said in victory lane. “Then I let it hang 
out and I pulled it off.” 

For Renfrow the race marked the 
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closest he’d come to winning a Super- 
bike race. 

“It was a great race,” Renfrow said. 
“I rode well, and the team did well. 
Dave (Sadowski) just did better. He did 
the last few corners fantastic and that 
was the difference.” 

Qualifying 

The 1990 Daytona 200 marked the 
beginning of a new decade of AMA 
Superbike racing and with the ’90s 
came new rules. Namely, dated 
Yamaha FZ750s and Honda VFR750s 
were replaced by exotic, but now legal, 
Yamaha OW0Is and Honda RC30s to 
rival Kawasaki’s ZX7, Suzuki’s 
GSXR750 and the Ducati 851. 

The new decade also saw new riders 
and new teams. Vance & Hines 
unveiled their two-man lineup of 
Sadowski and former Team Roberts 
250cc pilot Thomas Stevens, armed 
with a legion of uniformed crew 
members and two very fast OWOls 
prepped by four-stroke wizard Steve 
Johnson. 

Then there was the semi-official 
Ducati squad of defending Superbike 
Champion Jamie James and one-race 
import Paul Lewis from Australia. 
The fuel-injected twins were immac- 
ulately prepared by Eraldo Ferracci. 

Kawasaki was well represented by 
the Rob Muzzy-run, three-rider team 
of Chandler, Scott Russell and defend- 
ing Daytona 200 champion John 
Ashmead. 

The Yoshimura Suzuki squad was 
an all-Canadian affair with Steve 
Crevier and last-minute Doug Polen 
replacement Miguel DuHamel. Toss 
in Honda’s Commonwealth Racing’s 
effort of Renfrow, similarly RC30- 
mounted Rueben McMurter and the 
various OW0ls and RC30s ridden by 
the foreign contingent, and you sud- 
denly had a highly-qualified, well- 
equipped field. 

With the first 10 qualifying spots 
locked in on the first day of timed 
practice, Wednesday saw the Super- 














































bikes at their best. When it was all said 
and done, it was the two Vance & Hines 
pilots leading the way on their ultra- 
fast OWO1s. 

Florida’s own Thomas Stevens 
dominated the day as he put his 
Yamaha on the pole with a time of 
1 minute, 54.561 seconds for an average 
speed of 111.871 mph, setting a new 
lap record in the process. Close behind 
was Sadowski, who nipped past James’ 
Ducati in the final session with a time 
of 1:54.965. James ended up third with 
a lap of 1:55.214. Renfrow (1:55.790) 
and Scotland’s Yamaha OW01- 
mounted Mackenzie (1:56.072) filled 
the front row of the grid. 

The entire front row of the grid 
would be equipped with Dunlop tires 
with the exception of James. The 
defending champ used Yokohama 
slicks in qualifying, but would switch 
to Michelins for the 200 after encoun- 
tering wear problems with the 
relatively-untested Yokohamas. 

Row two consisted of England’s Carl 
Fogarty (RC30), Crevier, another Brit 
Jamie Whitham (RC30), McMurter 
and Chandler, whose Kawasaki was 
nearly 10 mph slower through the 
traps than the Vance & Hines Yamahas 
and James’ Ducati.The Vance & Hines 
Yamahas were clocked at 175 mph 
through the speed traps with James’ 
Ducati only fractions slower. 

In all, 19 riders would circulate 
under the two-minute mark. 

The second of Ferracci’s ultra-quick 
851s was the first of the top bikes to 
be eliminated as Paul Lewis crashed 
in the west horseshoe, destroying the 
bike and injuring his hand. 

Stevens, a Daytona 200 rookie, was 
quietly confident after setting fast 
time. “Who else here do I have to worry 
about?” he said. “I don’t worry about 
anybody but myself. I’m the guy I have 
to beat. My teammate, David 
Sadowski, is the number one rider on 
the team, I know that. I just go out 
and ride the bike as hard as I can.” 

After seeing a chiropractor on

Wednesday morning to fix his long- 
time ailing back, Sadowski was pleased 
with his qualifying position. 

“I saw a 1:55.1 on my board and 
backed it down a bit-after that,” he 
said. “I said, ‘Let someone beat that.’ 
Arfd Thomas (Stevens) did.” 

James may have been able to go 
quicker, but his qualifying session was 
cut short when his rear brake heated 
up, eventually locking the wheel. By 
the time the problem was found, the 
soft Yokohama was used up, according 
to Ferracci. 

Renfrow and the Commonwealth 
Racing team were still trying different 
combinations in an effort to make the 
RC30 easier to ride. The elder states- 
man of the front row was also having 
a pard time getting the Honda off the 
ine. 

“The bike’s working good,” he said. 
“I just can’t get it started and I just 
fried a clutch trying to learn.” 

As for the final rider on the front 
row, well, riding on Daytona’s bank- 
ing was a learning experience for 
‘Mackenzie. 

“I haven’t quite figured out this 
banking thing,” Mackenzie, who 
finished. seventh in the 1989 500cc 
World Championship aboard a Marl- 
boro Yamaha, said. ‘““There’s two turns 
where you come off the banking - turn 
one and the chicane - and I keep getting 
them mixed up. I went straight at turn 





one once. My lap time was real good 
then (after skipping the infield), my 
mechanic about had an orgasm.” 


Heats 


The first of the two heat races - titled 
the Arai Twin 50s - saw the Yoshimura 
Suzuki squad all but eliminate them- 
selves from the Daytona 200. 

The race got underway with James 
leading the way into turn one, fol- 
lowed by McMurter, Stevens, Yamaha- 
mounted Tom Kipp and Crevier. 

As the leaders exited the Interna- 
tional Horseshoe, Crevier grabbed a 
handful of throttle and was promptly 
highsided from the Yoshimura Suzuki. 
The Canadian Superbike Champion 
suffered a broken ankle in the crash. 

At the end of the first lap it was 
Stevens leading James, McMurter, 
Kipp, DuHamel, Mackenzie, Gary 
Goodfellow, who was suffering from 
the lack of a third gear, and Russell. 
The second part of ‘Oh, Canada’ 
occurred as DuHamel crashed exiting 
the chicane starting a chain-reaction 
of accidents. Russell couldn’t avoid 
DuHamel’s discarded gas tank and it 
smashed into his leg causing him to 
crash; and dirt tracker Scott Stump also 
went down. 

The crash left DuHamel badly 
shaken and out of the 200; Russell’s 
gash would require six stitches and he 
would be forced to start at the back 





of the pack for the 200; and Stump’s 
weekend was over as he broke his left 
foot. With DuHamel out of the 200, 
Yoshimura’s once bright hopes would 
now lay in the hands of Springsteen. 

The battle up front, meanwhile, 
went to the finish with Stevens nar- 
rowly defeating James. McMurter held 
on for a lonely third ahead of Mack- 
enzie. Kipp, who was racing with 
Mackenzie for fourth, dropped off the 
pace when his tire shredded. 

Stevens’ effort was for naught, 
however, as he was disqualified when 
the Vance & Hines Yamaha was found 
to be one pound under the 370-pound 
weight limit. The disqualification cost 
the Floridian $2515; James, who 
inherited the win, earned that plus a 
$1500 bonus from Arai. 

“I did my job,” Stevens said after 
hearing the decision. “It’s unfortunate, 
but we’ll get ’em on Sunday. I never 
even thought about it (being 
underweight).” 

Quarterley and the ancient Gee Vee- 
owned VFR750 led the pack into turn 
one at the start of the second Twin 
50 ahead of Renfrow and Sadowski. 
At the end of the first lap things had 
changed as Renfrow and Sadowski 
started a battle that would last for some 
six laps. Sadowski would eventually 
pull clear for the win; Renfrow fin- 
ished second with Jacks third and 
Fogarty fourth. 


drive out of the chicane on the last lap to hold off the hard-charging Renfrow. 


Chandler had pulled in on lap five 
when the Kawasaki developed an oil 
leak. Whitham also pulled in early in 
the heat race and said the team had 
just used the heat to test a different 
front tire. 

James, who inherited the win when 
Stevens was DQ’d, was credited with 
the faster of the two Twin 50s with 
his average speed of 109.518 mph, a 
new 50-mile record. 

Sadowski’s bike was over the 370- 
pound weight limit, thanks in part to 
an eight-pound video camera which 
was mounted to the front of the 
Yamaha. Team owner Terry Vance 
vowed that both Sadowski and Steven’s 
Yamahas would start the Daytona 200 
eight pounds heavy. 

“We came out of that with egg on 
our face and it makes us feel bad,” 
Vance said. “We know better than 
that.” ‘ 

“That was a good shakedown,” 
Sadowski said. “We rebuilt the suspen- 
sion after this morning’s practice and 
it’s back to what we had in qualifying. 
I think mid 56s will be the pace for 
the 200. The race hasn’t been too good 
for me in the past - the three times 
I’ve raced in it (the 200) I’ve never made 
it a third of the way through.” 

Sunday morning practice saw 
Chandler emerge still unhappy with 
the Kawasaki’s performance, and it 
was decided that the Keihin carbure- 
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Kawasaki-mounted Doug Chandler earned an additional $5000 for being the top dirt track finisher in the 200; Chandler finished third behind Sadowski and Renfrow. 





tors would be replaced with Mikunis 
for the 200. ‘““They’re a lot harder to 
twist, but it runs better with them on 
it,” Chandler said. 


Daytona 200 


It was sunny and hot when the flag 
dropped at 1:45 p.m. to start the 49th 
running of the Daytona 200, and it 
didn’t take long for the action to heat 


p. 

As the leaders hit the first corner all 
hell broke loose when Mackenzie and 
James, two of the pre-race favorites, 
collided and crashed. 

“I was in the middle and he (Mack- 
enzie) was on the outside of the grid,” 
James said later. “He swung down, but 
it didn’t alarm me at all. He was ahead 
of me slightly and I was going to fall 
in behind him. He didn’t realize that 
he really wasn’t in the corner yet and 
he hit the brakes early. It wasn’t his 
fault; he hasn’t been here before. When 
I bumped him we were still okay, but 
then someone hit me in the rear and 
it boosted me up and we made contact 
again. I went sideways and was high- 
sided off. It was just a freak accident.” 

Stevens led the pack across the line 
to complete the first lap ahead of 
Renfrow, Fogarty, Whitham, Quarter- 
ley and Jacks. Turn one claimed 
another of the top runners as McMur- 
ter highsided on the exit. 

The race went into the caution 
mode, and the pace car emerged for 
the first of its three trips to the track. 

“I went on the grass when Jamie and 
Mackenzie crashed,” McMurter said. “I 
got it turned around and going again, 
but the next lap I got on the gas too 
hard, the back slid around, hooked up 
and launched me.’ 

The racing resumed three laps later 
with Stevens leading Renfrow, 





Fogarty, Whitham, Quarterley, Jacks, 
Mark Chin and a recovering Sadowski. 
Chandler, meanwhile, was out of the 
top 10. 

By the eighth lap the struggle up 
front was brilliant as Stevens held off 
the two Brits, Renfrow and Sadowski 
in a five-rider duel. The 10th lap saw 
Sadowski lead for the first time as he 
and Stevens opened up a slight gap 
on Renfrow, who in turn had a little 
breathing room on Fogarty and 
Whitham. 

On the 13th lap, Sadowski led 
Stevens by two seconds and that would 
grow to four seconds by the 16th lap. 

Stevens was having problems as the 
Yamaha stopped revving to its usual 
13,500 rpms and was down to 11,000 
rpms. His troubles would worsen, 
though, after his first pit stop when 
his new rear tire went flat, thanks to 
a bad valve stem, dropping him off the 
pace and out of contention. He would 
eventually finish 13th. 

Fogarty and Whitham had dislodged 
Renfrow from the third spot by the 
16th lap; Jacks was sixth with 
Chandler on the move and up to 
seventh. 

Sadowski’s tire and gas stop was 
more successful then his teammate’s, 
and after the first scheduled stops he 
led Renfrow (gas only), Whitham and 
Fogarty. A crash on the 23rd lap 
brought the pace car out for the second 
time with the running order reading: 
Sadowski, Renfrow, Whitham, 
Fogarty, Chandler, Brit David Leach, 
Jacks, Russell (on the move after 
starting in the 60th starting position), 
Chin, Quarterley, and Robert Holden. 

When racing resumed, Whitham 
quickly asserted himself as Sadowski’s 
main threat. The Brit was riding hard 
as he and Sadowski managed to open 








somewhat of a gap over Renfrow and 
Fogarty. Chandler, meanwhile, held a 
comfortable fifth over the Ashmead/ 
Russell struggle. 

On the 36th lap, Fogarty eliminated 
himself with a crash in the first corner. 
He said later that the Honda had 
jumped into neutral. 

Two laps later a crash in the dog- 
leg brought out the pace car for the 
third and final time. The two-rider 
crash in the dog-leg almost ended 
Chandler’s day as he lost the front end 
of the Kawasaki in the fallen riders’ 
oil. 

“I lost the front, saved it with my 
knee and rode off through the grass.” 
Chandler said later. 

Pit lane suddenly resembled a big 
city freeway at rush hour as riders and 
teams tried to take advantage of the 
caution period. Renfrow, Sadowski, 
Chandler, Russell and Jacks were just 
a few of the top men to take advantage 
of the situation. 

It was Quarterley, however, who 
may have gained the most out of the 
situation. He had pitted while the dog- 
leg crash was occuring, and was able 
to get out of the pit just in front of 
the pace car, he was then able to make 
up almost a lap - putting himself back 
into contention. 

Sadowski led Renfrow, Chandler, 
Whitham and Chin as action resumed 
on the 44th lap, but Whitham threw 
the Honda away in the west horseshoe, 
ending Britain’s hope for a Daytona 
200 victory. 

The race was now a two-man sprint 
race to the flag. Chandler held a 
comfortable third, but his slower 
Kawasaki meant that he couldn’t stay 
with the leading duo. Renfrow had 
received new rubber under the caution, 
while Sadowski had opted only for gas. 





It didn’t seem to make much of a 
difference, however, as the two seemed 
evenly matched. 

Renfrow played his hand two lage 
from the end, passing Sadowski on the 
banking for the first time as the 
Yamaha rider got a little sideways 
exiting the chicane. Sadowski man- 
aged to get ahead again on the last lap, 
and this time didn’t make any mistakes 
getting out of the chicane. There was 
no way Renfrow could draft past before 
the finish line and the 200 belonged 
to Sadowski. 

Chandler held for a somewhat lonely 
third-place finish; Jacks and Quarter- . 
ley rounded out the top five. B 

“The motorcycle was so good it 
made it easy,” Sadowski said. “The 
first turn thing got my adrenaline 
pumping and I just had to work extra 
hard to catch up. Those Europeans 
rode really well and were a threat. The 
pace car gave us a breather, and it was 
a great help there in the end. We were 
able to come in for a splash of gas and 
we were back out.” : 

“We had planned to pit under the 
pace car,” Renfrow said. “It came out 
at the right time for us and we were 
able to change tires. We wouldn’t have 
changed tires if there wasn’t a yellow.” 

Chandler was just happy to be 
leaving Daytona with points. “I was 
looking to finish in the top 10,” 
Chandler said. “We just kept moving 
up and up. The last pace car helped 
me because I was able to get a fresh 
tire.”

Stanton replays Daytona win

eam Honda’s Jeff Stanton played 
T: repeat of his 1989 performance 

and won the Daytona Supercross 
by Honda at Daytona International 
Speedway. Completing a Honda sweep 
of the top three spots was Jean-Michel 
Bayle, the French 250cc MX World 
Champion, in second, and 125cc AMA 
National MX Champion Mike Kied- 
rowski in third. It was also the eighth 
consecutive year that Honda has won 
at Daytona, ever since David Bailey 
started the streak in 1983. 

“I shot off the start like a cannon, 
and then started to run a consistent 
pace,” said Stanton. “I planned to start 
the season cautiously, but that’s 
behind me now. I'll go feet off the pegs, 
do whatever it takes, to show what it 
means to carry the #1 plate.” 

Kawasaki’s Jeff Matiasevich gated 
well and claimed fourth in the main, 
which kept him in the Camel points 
lead with 109. Stanton is third with 
100, three points behind Suzuki’s Larry 
Ward who posted eighth at Daytona. 

Honda’s Rick Johnson, who was 
running fourth in points, came to: 
Daytona on a comeback high after 
winning last weekend’s National MX 
opener in Gainesville. But bad luck 
prevailed, and Johnson was once again 
injured. Johnson was attempting a 
pass on Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward when he 
tumbled over the bars and broke two 
bones in his right hand. 

Hot, sunny skies and temperatures 
in the 80s drew an estimated crowd of 
approximately 30,000 to the grand- 
stands centered over Daytona’s infield 
area. For the 25th consecutive year, 
track-master Gary Bailey designed a 
tough, yet rideable course, which. 
churned into bone-grinding terrain as 





the day progressed. Bailey also shor- 
tened the course and this year’s final 
was 20-laps in duration, opposed to 
the 12-lappers of previous seasons. 

In 125cc racing, Suzuki’s Denny 
Stephenson had it his way all day with 
a win in his heat, then a clean ride 
in the final for the victory. 

The AMA/FIM-sanctioned Daytona 
Supercross posted a $60,000 purse. 
Stanton’s payday was $8000, Bayle 


claimed $4000, and Kiedrowski earned” 


$2000. Stephenson made $2000 for his 
125cc main event win. 


250cc Heats 


Stanton fired out front with author- 
ity in the first of three eight-lap heats, 
and was unchallenged to the finish. 
Yamaha’s Damon Bradshaw, a two- 
time winner on the 1990 Camel circuit, 
came up with a brief challenge during 
the first two laps, but then dropped 
back to defend his position over 
Johnson. Suzuki’s Mike LaRocco 
came up to put a bead on Johnson, 
but then caught his front wheel in the 
treacherous front straight ruts. He was 
up quickly and back in the chase. 

By lap seven LaRocco regained the 
ground he lost, and fired past Johnson 
for third on the straightaway next to 
Daytona’s pit lane. At the finish it was 
Stanton, Bradshaw, LaRocco and 
Johnson. The front-runners had half 
a lap on the rest of the field. In fifth 
and sixth was Suzuki rider Dean 
Matson and Kawasaki-mounted John 
Dowd. Fred Andrews was the seventh 
and final rider claiming a direct heat 
transfer to the main. 

“I felt strong in the whoop section,” 
said Stanton. “I just kept riding at the 
same pace lap after lap.” 








“I started cautious, but once you fall 
then you might as well get up and go 
for it,” said LaRocco. 

Bayle pulled the start off heat two, 
and was chased by Larry Ward. Suzu- 
ki’s Guy Cooper tangled with a hay 
bale and crashed. ‘ 

Bayle looked in control through the 
second circuit, but then fell. Larry 
Ward took the lead, Jeff Ward plugged 
into second, and Bayle picked up in 
third. Cooper charged to ninth, but 
then tumbled again on the front 
straight. 

First Jeff Ward, then Bayle and 
Kiedrowski moved past Larry Ward 
prior to the finish. Steve Lamson, Billy 
Whitley and Cooper rounded out the 
transfers. 

“I just kept pushing, and when the 
guy in front of you falls, that’s the 
opportunity to pass,” said winner Jeff 
Ward. “I just keep pluggin’ away at 
these guys race to race, and keep the 
pressure on.” 

“T tried to pin it too fast off the start, 
and then hay baled it on a tight inside 
line,” said Cooper. “I knew I had to 
hang it out to get into the main.” 

Matiasevich looked like a runaway 
winner in heat three, but threw it away 
on the grandstand straight with two 
laps remaining. “I decided to do a 
cross-up on the whoops, but it wasn’t 
like a tabletop (jump) and I endoed,” 
said Matiasevich. 

Suzuki’s Ronnie Tichenor and 
Kawasaki’s John O’Mara were dicing 
for second, but when Matiasevich went 
down, it was O’Mara in position to 
take off with the lead. Tichenor held 
down second, and Yamaha’s Doug 
Dubach was third. 

Kawasaki's Mike Fisher led Matiase- 
vich across the line, and in sixth was 
West German National MX Cham- 
pion Roland Diepold — the European 
star was in the States tuning his skills 
against American competition. Earn- 
ing the final transfer was Tuf Racing’s 
Keith Bowen, on a Suzuki. 

“I have nothing to lose, all I can 
do is pull all the strings out and try 
to get to winner’s circle,” said O’Mara. 





“Gary Bailey really did a job, this 
track is tough, and if you don’t watch 
it, your bike will get away from you,” 
said Tichenor. “I had to hold my line 
and take a berm away from Doug 
(Dubach) to get to the front, but I like 
that kind of racing.” 


250cc Semis 


Suzuki rider Chris Young won the 
first semi. He led Carl Vaillancourt, 
Mike Treadwell and Keith Johnson 
across the line; the top four riders ran 
in formation the entire race and earned 
spots in the main. 

“I’m riding with a broken hand, but 
you don’t think about stuff like that. 
You just get mentally ready and ride,” 
said Young. 

Suzuki rider Cliff Palmer holeshot 
the second semi, but David Hand and 
Brian McElroy moved up to fight for 
the lead. McElroy pushed an outside 
line and took over the lead, but then 
stuffed it in the front straight. Honda- 
mounted Hand took the win over 
Palmer, with Kerry Mulligan and Earl 
May earning the remaining transfers. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Kurt McMillan led off the start of 
the LCQ, but Erik Kehoe got by to 
run his Pro Circuit Honda to the win. 
“I flew off the race in my heat, and 
ended up underneath a pile-up in the 
semi. It’s no secret that I’m pretty tired 
for the main event,” said Kehoe. 


250cc Main 


Stanton and Bayle forged through 
the right-hand first turn and plugged 
into 1-2, while Matson, Matiasevich, 
Jeff Ward, Johnson, Kiedrowski, 
O’Mara and Bradshaw funneled out 
behind. By the fourth circuit Matiase- 
vich and Ward moved to 3-4, and 
Kiedrowski found a line around John- 
son for fifth. A Suzuki freight-train 
consisting of Tichenor, LaRocco, 
Larry Ward, Whitley and Matson were 
running 7-11. 

Kiedrowski used the first half of the 





race to work past both Jeff Ward and 
Matiasevich to claim third. Ward 
started putting moves on Matiasevich, 
and found a line by off the finish line 
jump on lap five. The position held 
until lap 11, when Matiasevich used 
the front straight to repass Ward. 

Johnson was in range to put a move 
on Ward for fifth, but crashed hard 
trying to execute a front straight pass. 

“I tried to get by on the tabletop and 
got shot over the bars,” said Johnson, 
who immediately coasted back to the 
pits. “I stayed with the bike too long 
and went down hard. I’m afraid of 
what I did to my wrist, it sure doesn’t 
feel right.” 

As the laps clicked down, Stanton 
maintained a five second cushion on 
Bayle, who held 11 seconds over 
Kiedrowski. Matiasevich was holding 
his own pace alone in fourth, while 
Ward, Tichenor and Dubach started to 
group together in 5-6-7. Larry Ward, 
O’Mara and Cooper rounded out the 
top ten. 

The positions held until the finish, 
when Stanton created his usual Day- 
tona photo opportunity: Both fists in 
the air off the finish-line jump. 

“I stayed smooth, but hammered it 
right down until the end,” said 
Stanton. “Twenty laps is a long time 
at Daytona, and I never worry about 
what’s behind me. We tested four times 
this week, and my mechanic Dan 
Bentley built a super motorcycle. I felt 
like I just sat on it, and it was doing 
all the work. I’m dedicating this race 
to a little guy I know who’s really sick; 
I know this will mean a lot to him.” 

“I got a good start, but the sand can 
be so difficult,” said Bayle..““My run 
for the championship is very good. I 
try to win every race, and always give 
my best.” 

“I was watching (Jeff) Ward’s 
moves, and then he hit the brakes in 
a turn when I was set up to pass,” said 
Kiedrowski. “I thought ‘Should I do 
it?’ and I hit the gas and shot by.” 

Johnson refused infield medical 
care, and opted for treatment from his 
personal physician, Dr. David Kieffer. 
Johnson was treated for two broken 
bones in his right hand, and was put 
im a cast at Halifax County Medical 
Center. 


125cc Heats 


Mike Jones had his Honda out front 
at the start of che first 125cc heat, but 
fell in the back section on lap four. 
Suzuki’s Denny Stephenson picked up 
the point spot, and posted an eventual 
win 19 seconds ahead of Jones. Cliff 
Palmer posted a close third. 

The second 125cc heat saw a huge 
pile-up in the first turn, but Tallon 
Vohland was away clean for a six lap 
romp out front. 

“T had to get out front fast. I knew 
that at the start,” said Vohland. “We 
changed some jetting on my Kawasaki 
this morning, and we really have it 
barking.”

Jones put Stephenson in tow off the 
start of the 15-lap main. Vohland went 
out on lap one, victim of a hard get- 
off that left him with a bruised left 
leg. 

By lap two Stephenson was in 
control, out front ahead of Jones. Jones 
and Jeromy Buehl mixed it up for 
second, with the pair swapping posi- 
tions on the pit road straight. Beuhl

SP Racing’s Dan Ingram, who’d 
E been robbed of a win in the last 

corner of the 600 National at 
Daytona Beach Municipal Stadium the 
previous night, made sure it didn’t 
happen twice in a row and held off 
a determined Chris Carr to win the 
Camel Pro Series season-opener. 

As he had a night earlier, Ingram 
got the holeshot and set the pace in 
front, only to be hounded by a Harley- 
Davidson factory rider, this time Carr. 
Though Carr came close a few times 
to getting a wheel under Ingram, the 
Indiana rider held him off to win, 
outright, his first National ever. The 
only other National win credited to 
Ingram came at Syracuse in 1988 when 
he was awarded the win after race- 
winner Bubba  Shobert was 
disqualified. 

“Halfway through the race I was 
thinking ‘I’m leading this thing, I 
hope nobody gets by me.’ And whe- 
never I started to think that way I'd 
get on the gas sooner,” said Ingram 
after the 25-lap main event. Ingram 
thanked team owner Mike Sponseller 
and tuner Skip Eaken along with 
Honda of Bloomington.

Trailing Carr at a distance was last 
year’s Daytona National Short Track 
winner Steve Aseltine who tried to 
recover from a bad start, but could 
never mount a serious challenge to the 
leaders. Bartels H-D’s Jay Springsteen 
and Camel Pro Champion Scott Parker 
rounded out the top five. 

Earlier, Springsteen had thrilled the 
near-capacity crowd in the 10,000 seat 
stadium by winning the $17,500 five- 
lap Camel Challenge. Springer led the 
top six qualifiers every lap of the way 
and pocketed $10,000 in winning his 
first Challenge ever. Added to his 
fourth place earnings of $1560, Sprin- 
ger netted $11,560 for the night’s work. 
Ingram won $4135 of the $30,000 purse 
for winning the main along with $2000 
for finishing third in the Challenge 
and $500 in lap money. Carr’s win- 
nings for runner-up placings in the 
two events totaled $5245. 

Ingram also finished atop the 
standings in the three-race Daytona 
Budweiser/Wiseco Dirt Track Series 
with 47 points. Carr and Aseltine tied 
for second with 36. : 

The crushed and packed limestone 
track was slightly slower, though 





smoother, than the previous night, yet 
the riders all agreed that it was not 
prepared well enough for a National. 

“Tt’s who can dodge the most holes 
and stay on two wheels,” said Parker. 
“We need to press the issue or get it 
to where it’s a safer track. 

“My opinion,” he. continued, “is 
that I do not care to come back.” 


Time Trials 


Steve Aseltine had qualified with a 
time of 19.555 seconds on Friday night 
and the closest anyone would come for 
the Saturday National was 19.624 and 
that was by Springsteen. 

“The place is really slippery and 
breaking up a bit, but it’s better than 
last year,” the unanimous crowd 
favorite said. 

Only 58 riders time-trialed so all 
would make the program. The six 
fastest riders earned pole positions for 
their heats and behind Springsteen 
came Parker, Ingram, Will Davis, Carr, 
Rodney Farris, and Larry Pegram. 

“It’s the kind of track you have to 
be patient on,” Carr said. “They 
brushed it off down low and you can’t 
get a drive off the cushion.” 


Heats 


It would turn out that every one of 
the pole-sitters would win their heats 
and the first would go to Springsteen. 
By the second of 10 laps he'd built up 
a 25-yard lead on the Marioneaux 
Racing-sponsored entry of Terry 





Poovey, an advantage he would stretch 
to 60 yards by the end. Poovey would 
join Springsteen with a direct transfer 
to the main by taking an easy second 
place, leaving third-placed Robert 
Damron far behind. 

Springsteen’s winning time of 
3:22.361 would hold up as the fastest 
of the night and put him on the pole 
for the main. 

Harley’s Kevin Atherton led team- 
mate Parker across the stripe for the 
first two laps, but the veteran chose 
a lower line in the first two corners 
on the third lap and powered away. 
At the end, his winning margin over 
Atherton would be close to two seconds 
with Chance Darling third, almost 
three seconds back. 

Ingram got the jump on the field 
in the third heat, taking Garvis Honda 
Town/Missile Engineering/Shoei’s 
Ronnie Jones with him. Jones. was 
never a threat to Ingram, having a 
problem in getting on the throttle mid- 
corner while Ingram powered away. 
Though he finished 3.2 seconds behind 
the winner, Jones was never threatened 
from behind with Chris Evans a distant 
third. 

The fourth heat would go to Will 
Davis on the Bell Helmets/Z Galleries/ 
Larry Gordon-sponsored machine. 
Davis used a diamond-shaped line 
around the track gradually pulling 
away from J&M Racing/Bell/KK 
Motorcycle Supply-backed Morehead 
to win by more than three seconds.

Tim Mertens was third on the B-B 
Toys/R-J Performance/Shoei-backed 
Harley. 

Chris Carr took advantage of a start 
line wheelie by Cougar Gulch 
Distributing-sponsored Aseltine to 
jump out front. 

Carr chose to stay low on the track 
while Aseltine tried the cushion and 
maintained an interval of about five 
lengths behind Carr. When Carr nearly 
slid out exiting turn four on the final 
lap, Aseltine pounced on the opening 
only to come up about three bike 
lengths short. 

The final heat win would go to 
Gardner Racing’s Rodney Farris, who 
pulled away from Arai/ESP Racing/ 
Mike Camphous-sponsored Larry 
Pegram decisively on the opening lap. 
Farris’s margin would be close to three 
seconds over the rookie Expert Pegram 
with Craig Estelle third and into the 
semis. 


Semis 


Veteran Expert Steve Eklund had his 
Sponseller/Yoko Honda on the pole 
for the first 10-lap semi, knowing that 
only the winner advanced to the main. 
It would be him. Never challenged, the 
former Grand National Champion 
had 10 lengths on Texan Mike Hale 
at the end. 

The second semi would break the 
pattern that held all night of the 
polesitter taking the win. This time 
it was Tim Mertens on the pole, but 
Rich King in the lead. 

King and Rex Fisher hooked up at 
the start, leaving Mertens in third, 
until he stuffed his way under Fisher 
coming out of turn two on the fourth 
lap. By then King had a 50-yard lead 
that he would hold to the end. If 
Mertens wanted to make the main, he’d 
have to do it in the Last Chance 
Qualifier. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Mertens was on the pole once again 
and this time he sailed away from the 
other nine riders hoping to make the 
feature event. He had a clear track and 
a healthy lead on Mike Hale when, 
unprovoked, he tumbled in the apex 
of turns three and four on the ninth 
lap, handing Hale the gift of the main 
and the last spot in the 15-rider field. 


Camel Challenge 


“It’s pretty important to get off the 
line fast, as slippery as the track is,” 
Springsteen said before the five-lap 
race. “I think everybody is going to 
hang it out.”

It was all over in less than two 
minutes and when it was, Springsteen 
was $10,000 richer. 

There isn’t much to say except that 
he got the holeshot and pulled away. 
His job was made a little easier when 
Parker and Farris crashed on the 
opening lap, narrowing his field of 
potential pursuers. 

The only real passing came when 
Carr went under Ingram on the third 
lap to take the runner-up spot, leaving 
Ingram third and Will Davis fourth. 

“Its been a long time coming and 
it sure feels good,” an exultant Spring- 
steen said after the race. “Early in the 
race there was a little bit of bumping. 
I got a fairly good start and it turned 
out great.” 


National 


“The track’s a little bit slippery and 
it’s going to- take a little finesse,” 
Ingram said before the main. ‘““Hope- 
fully, I won't be following anybody.” 

True to his word, Ingram rumbled 
out front in a pack that sorted itself 
out on the back stretch. When they 
crossed the line the first of 25 times 
it was Ingram leading Davis, Carr, 
Springsteen, Farris and Jones. 

Carr passed Davis on the seventh lap 
and started after Ingram, though with 
a completely different line. Where 
Ingram hugged the inside edge of the 
bumpy track, Carr dove deep into the 
corners bouncing off the cushion for 
a drive down the straights. 

At the halfway mark the two had 
a 50-yard lead over third-place, now 
held by Aseltine, with Davis slipping 
to fourth and pressured by Springsteen 
and Parker. Farris was alone in seventh 
ahead of Jones. 

A lap later and Springsteen and 
Parker dropped Davis back and the 
positions for the top six were set. 

Carr continued to drive on with 
Ingram closing up and making a last 
corner dash. It had worked for Parker 
the night before, but Ingram was 
determined not to let it happen again 
and this time won by five bike lengths. 

“A couple of times I saw his front 
wheel, but I never looked back,” said 
Ingram. “It crossed my mind what had 
happened last night. I was afraid it was 
going to be an inside move in the last 
corner.” 

“I don’t think Danny was running 
a real good line,” Carr said. “It was 
just fast enough that a guy running 
a different line couldn't pass him. I'd 
inch up on him, in (turn) three 
especially, but I couldn’t get it turned. 
It was just a matter of which hole you 
wanted to jump.”

Aseltine realized that once he got a 
bad start there was too much work 
ahead and not enough time. “I lost all 
that ground and tried to reel them in,” 
he said. “I'm pretty sure it could’ve 
been a three-man race. Those guys had 
good lines going into the corner and 
I had a good drive coming out.” €n

Oliver wins crash-marred 
250cc Grand Prix final

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 
eam Marlboro Roberts Yamaha’s 
Rich Oliver overcame a pair of 
practice crashes and a near miss 
in the final to win the 100 Kilometer 
International Lightweight Road Race, 
the first round of the 250cc Grand Prix 


Series held at Daytona International 
Speedway. 

The victory was a bittersweet one, 
however, as it came at the expense of 
Oliver's new teammate Gary Cowan 
of Ireland, who incurred life-

threatening injuries when he crashed 
while leading in his first race for the 
Kenny Roberts squad. 

Oliver took the lead on the fifth lap 
of Sunday’s 18-lap final when Cowan 
had a horrendous accident as he exited 
the infield onto the west banking. 
Cowan’s Yamaha TZ250 snaked vio- 
lently after hitting a bump at the 
transition to the banking, and though 
he recovered from the tankslapper, his 
wide line carried him directly into the 
hay bale-lined concrete wall. Cowan 
flew over the windscreen and into the 
chain link fence atop the crash wall, 
then careened back down across the 
banking right in Oliver’s path, where 
Oliver somehow missed him. 

With his teammate and only serious 
challenger out of the race, Oliver 
cruised home to a comfortable 9.640- 
second margin of victory. Oliver was 
awarded the $5500 lion’s share of the 
$30,000 purse. 

Second place was owned by Keiji 
Tamura, a Yamaha-backed road racer 
and former motocrosser from Japan, 
while Robbie Petersen of Zimbabwe, 
Africa, brought his privateer Yamaha 
home third in his first ride since the 
disbanding of his former John Lassak 
Racing equipe. German Bernard 
Schick on his Hein Gericke Yamaha 
and Connecticut’s Chris D’Aluisio on 
his DavHar Racing Yamaha rounded 
out the top-five finishers. 

Cowan had been the sensation of 
practice, as he was the only rider to 
dip into 1:59 lap times on Tuesday, 
the first day of practice. The 25-year- 
old Irishman had garnered the atten- 
tion of Kenny Roberts during the 1989 
Grand Prix season, as he put in spirited 
rides on a standard TZ250 to claim 19th 
place in the 250cc World 
Championship. 

“T’m getting used to the track — the 
bike’s getting slower,” the likeable 
Irishman joked, adding that he found 
Daytona “‘quite exciting, really.” 

As Cowan rallied, Oliver floun- 
dered, crashing twice in the same place 
on Tuesday. The first crash was simply 
a case of trying too hard on cold tires, 
but the second one Oliver blamed on 
his unfamiliarity with the Michelin 
tires (last year, he used Dunlops), and 
on his bike’s awkward riding position. 
Both times, Oliver highsided at the exit 





of the International Horseshoe, the 
latter trip earning him an ambulance 
ride to the infield care center and 
subsequent trip to the hosptal. Oliver 
suffered a severely ground right fore- 
hand, and though there were no 
broken bones, the hospital wanted him 
to stay overnight to combat infection. 
Oliver simply wouldn’t have it. 

“There was a big hole in my hand 
— you could see the tendons moving,” 
Oliver told, graphically. ‘“Kenny 
(Roberts) made me stay up all night 
icing my hand to reduce the swelling. 
If it was swollen, they never would 
have let me ride. I brought my X-rays 
to the track and Dr. David Kieffer 
released me to ride. Kenny flew in our 
trainer, Dean Miller, to help me — 
thank God he was here.” 


Qualifying 

Despite Cowan's faster practice 
times, Wednesday’s qualifying session 
to determine heat race grid positions 
saw him clock the second fastest 
official lap (2:00.291) behind Oliver 
(1:59.971), who'd fitted wider clip-ons 
in an effort to make his new bike feel 
more like last year’s model. Cowan’s 
bike was running poorly, and crew 
chief Bud Aksland said that he believed 
the bike’s crankshaft was out of phase 
— a problem incurred during manu- 
facturing. The crank was replaced 
before Thursday’s heat races. 

Georgian Doug Brauneck turned the 
third fastest qualifying lap on his 
Hasty Racing Yamaha (2:01.540), 
followed closely by Petersen (2:01.592). 
Schick (2:01.615) bested fellow German 
Harald Eckl on a V-twin Aprilia 
(2:01.859) to claim the fifth and sixth 
positions, respectively. McIver Rac- 
ing’s Donnie Greene (2:01.928), Irish- 
man Eddie Laycock (2:02.020), Cana- 
dian dirt tracker Jon Cornwell 
(2:02.202), and Tamura (2:02.361) 
rounded out the top 10, all on 
Yamahas. 

Brauneck was putting in his best 
showing on a 250 ima few years, saying, 
“Its good to have a fast bike; I think 
mine’s faster than Oliver's.” 

Petersen said that his bike was fast 
on top but was sluggish off the bottom, 
and that the stock shock was inade- 
quate. He replaced it with an Ohlins 
unit in time for his heat race, though 





he wouldn’t get it dialed in until 
Sunday’s final. 

D’Aluisio qualified a disappointing 
14th, but he wasn’t worried: “We tried 
different gearing and it didn’t work. 
We know what we did, so it won’t be 
a problem.” 


Heats 


The first of Thursday's two five-lap 
heat races saw Oliver all but fried his 
clutch at the start, initially holding 
down fourth place, but recovered to 
catch and pass his former Randy 
Mamola Racing teammate Al Salaver- 
ria, Cornwell, and early leader Andy 
Leisner to take the lead by lap two. 
Oliver was pursued by Brauneck, who 
finished second a mere .910 of a second 
in arrears. Salaverria hung on to finish 
third on his privateer Yamaha, his best 
finish. yet in pro-level road racing. 
Cornwell held off Schick to take 
fourth, as Greene recovered from 
stalling on the grid to pass Leisner for 
sixth. 

“I got a great start — I’ve been 
practicing,” said Leisner, who was 
riding a Tony Murphy-tuned Pro 
Italia Aprilia comprised of a 1988 
Aprilia chassis, 90 Rotax tandem-twin 
motor, and White Power inverted 
forks. “The only problem was they 
made us sit on the starting line too 
long and the bike started overheating. 
The temperature gauge climbed to 
70°C, and it. should be 55°. I thought 
it would get cooler on the banking, 
but it didn’t.” 

Yamaha-mounted Venezuelan Luis 
Lavado, younger brother of former 
250cc World Champion Carlos 
Lavado, finished eighth in the first 
heat race, with Finns Johnny Wick- 
strom and Esko Kuparinen on Silja 
Line Yamahas rounding out the top 
10. 

The second heat race was a Gary 
Cowan benefit as he passed early leader 
Petersen on lap one, then held him off 
to win by .620 of a second. D’Aluisio 
caught and passed Laycock and Tam- 
ura to claim third place, with the other 
two finishing fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively. Eckl, Danny Coe, Joey Cole, 
Nick Ienatsch and French Honda rider 
Alain Dua rounded out the top 10. 


Final 


Cowan's two second-faster heat race 
time gave him the pole for Sunday’s 
final, and he used the position to pull 


out an immediate lead. Oliver bided 
his time in second; his plan was to wait 
for his tires to heat up before taking 
a run at the leader. Petersen battled 
with Brauneck for third, but Brauneck 
was stuffed by Tamura on lap three 
and lost time taking evasive action, 
dropping to fifth. 

Meanwhile, Petersen got by Oliver 
for second, but by the next lap Oliver 
was back in front. 

Lap five saw Cowan’s crash, which 
so stunned eyewitnesses Oliver and 
Petersen that they both slowed noti- 
ceably for the next few circuits. 

“Gary’s accident completely fazed 
me out,” said Petersen, who was 
lamenting the tiresome life of a 
privateer. “I couldn’t even concentrate 
after that.” 

This allowed Tamura to pass 
Petersen for what was now second 
place; the trio would hold these 
positions to the finish. 

On the same lap, Leisner crashed at 
the other infield/banking juncture at 
the exit of the backstraight chicane. A 
hose clamp broke on Leisner’s Aprilia, 
and he crashed in his own water, 
suffering a broken right hip. 

Meanwhile, D’Aluisio caught up to 
Brauneck and began challenging for 
fourth. A few laps later, the duo were 





caught by Schick, Coe and Laycock. 
Schick edged D’Aluisio and Brauneck 
in a drafting battle to the stripe to 
finish finish fourth, followed by 
D’Aluisio and Brauneck, respectively. 


“It was too windy for me to lead 
down the backstraight so I wasn’t 
concerned when Schick went by me,” 
said D’Aluisio. “Coming off the turn 
four bowl I should have waited a bit 
longer and gone low to make my pass, 
but I moved too soon and had to the 
high line to make the pass. It wasn’t 
the right way to do it and I came up 
about a foot short at the line. 


“There were two waving flags for 
most of the race (at the Cowan and 
Leisner crash sites), and that’s what 
accounted for the large openings and 
closings. Sometimes, you'd get stuck 
behind a slower rider.” 

Brauneck also had a battle plan: “On 
the last lap I wanted to be the third 
rider in the group out of the chicane. 
But when D’Aluisio went high, I 
decided to follow Schick and I got 
boxed in at the finish.” 

Despite being severely undergeared, 
Coe edged Laycock at the stripe to 
finish seventh. “Laycock gave me a 
riding lesson. He passed me in places 
I just couldn’t believe,” said Coe, 
whose Fostex-sponsored Yamaha 
sports the wildest paint scheme since 
Greene’s '89 Splatmaster decor. Coe 
and Petersen collaborated this wee- 
kend — Coe helping Petersen with 
jetting and Petersen returning the 
favor with suspension settings — and 
both heaped praise upon each other 
after the race. 

Salaverria won his dispute with 
Lavado, Cornwell and Eckl, who never 
got his Aprilia running right, to take 
ninth place, with the others filling in 
the 10th through 12th places, 
respectively. 

Greene had an even worse start in 
the final than he did in his heat race. 
The three-time class champ from 
Novato, California, jumped the start 
and then balked, and was given the 
meatball flag signifying a 10-second 
stop-and-go penalty. He ended up 
20th. 

Three riders from the graduating 
class of 1989 600cc Supersport racing 
moved up to the 250cc GP ranks, with 
Nick Ienatsch and 600cc champ Scott 
Zampach finishing 13th and 18th 
respectively on ex-Roberts Yamahas, 
and Jeff Farmer finishing 23rd on Cam 
Roos’ old bike. cN

Farmer wins on trac 
and in post-race protest

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 

rivateer Jeff Farmer beat the high- 
P dollar, factory-backed Vance & 

Hines Yamaha team on 
the race track and again in a post-race 
protest to win the opening round of 
the 600cc Supersport Series at Daytona 
International Speedway. 

No one expected anybody to be able 
to run with the Steve Johnson-prepped 
Yamaha FZR600s:of Thomas Stevens 
and David Sadowski, but Farmer 
proved them all wrong. The Florida 
resident actually showed up with a 
more potent Yamaha than the factory 
effort, and he used that power advan- 





tage to take the win. The victory was 
made even sweeter for Farmer when 
Vance & Hines protested his Greg 
Kvitkauskas-tuned, K&P Racing 
Yamaha for what they felt was the use 


of illegal fuel. AMA tests, however, 


showed that Farmer was indeed legal 
and the race win was his. 

“I’m legal,” Farmer said when 
questioned about the pending protest 
after his victory. ‘““There’s no reason 
in racing if you’re not legal. I hope 
I haven’t offended the Vance & Hines 
guys by beating them; I’d like to be 
on their team. Racing isa lot of politics 





and I’ve offended some people this 
week. I had a Michelin contract so I 
had to find new tires for this race. I 
tried everybody’s tires and I ended up 
with Yokohamas.” 

The move was a good one for Farmer 
as the Yokohamas proved to be good 
enough to beat the Dunlop-mounted 
Yamahas of Stevens and Sadowski, 
who finished second and third, respec- 
tively. Farmer’s tire decision also 
proved to be lucrative as he earned 
$5550 in Yokohama contingency 
money. 

Fourth place in the 600cc Supersport 
final went to Kawasaki-mounted 
Michael Barnes. Yamaha-mounted 
David Leach rounded out the top five 
finishers. Farmer averaged 103.059 
mph in the 18-lap, 100-kilometer 
event. ; 

The protest wasn’t the only controv- 
ersy following the bitter three-rider 
battle that went the distance. On the 
final lap, Stevens realized he couldn’t 
beat the horsepower of Farmer and 
elected to weave his way around the 
banking in an effort to.take second 
place ahead of his teammate Sadowski. 

The anti-draft weaving by Stevens 
visibly upset Sadowski and the Geor- 
gia resident voiced his disapproval 
with a rather tacky victory lane lecture. 

“I don’t like the conduct of some 
of the riders out there,” Sadowski told 
the crowd estimated at 30,000. “It’s a 
drafting kind of a speedway, but when 
you go to cutting people off, it gets 
dangerous, especially in a race that 
doesn’t pay enough to take the guys 
out to dinner.” 

“(Jeff) Farmer had the steam and I 
knew his bike was really fast,” Stevens 
said later. “I knew I had to be on him. 
I got by Dave (Sadowski), but coming 
out of the chicane I knew I couldn’t 
get Farmer. So I used what I learned 
on the 250s and I got second out of 
it. It’s a long year, so we'll just have 
to wait and see what happens.” 

With this year’s running of the 600cc 
Supersport event carrying interna- 
tional status, the first of two heat races 
got underway with the Muzzy R&D 
Kawasaki of Scott Russell leading the 
way. He led Sadowski, and Stevens into 
the International Horseshoe for the 
first time, but the two Yamahas 
quickly blasted past the ZX600 as the 
pack hit the banking for the first time. 


At the end of the first lap it was 
Stevens leading Sadowski, Russell, 
Barnes, Jacques Guenette Jr., and 
Farmer. By the next go-around, how- 
ever, Farmer was up to second behind 
Sadowski with Stevens third. The mini 
preview of the final continued in that 
manner to the flag - with Farmer 
beating Sadowski and Stevens. 

The second heat race saw a battle 
between Jon L. Roberts’ Yamaha and 
the Honda of Tom Kipp. The two took 
the duel the distance with Roberts 
getting the nod at the flag. Kawasaki- 
mounted John Ashmead finished third 
ahead of the Yamahas of John Con- 
dron and Ireland’s David Leach. 
Kawasaki’s Doug Chandler finished 
sixth in the heat in what was his first 
ride on the new ZX600; he would elect, 
however, not to compete in the final 
in order to further concentrate his 
efforts on the Daytona 200. 

Florida’s Roberts, the second heat 
race winner, eliminated himself on the 
warm-up lap of the 600cc final when 
he crashed at the International Hor- 
seshoe. When the flag dropped a lap 
later, it was again Russell with the 
holeshot. He was followed by 
Sadowski, Farmer, Stevens, Kipp and 
Ashmead. 

Sadowski and Stevens managed to 
get clear of the rest, opening up a slight 





advantage over Russell at the end of 
the first lap. By the completion of the 
second lap, Farmer, Kipp and Mike 
Harth had worked their way past 
Russell as the Kawasaki pilot started 
feeling the ill effects of lack of hor- 
sepower. A lap later, though, and Kipp 
was gone. The Honda rider crashed in 
the left-hander that leads to the 
banking, ending his chances for a win. 

“T don’t know what happened,” 
Kipp said. “I didn’t come into the turn 
that hot. The bike was working 
fantastic. Suddenly, it just slid out 
from under me. Maybe there was 
something on the track. I don’t know.” 

Kipp’s crash gave the top three riders - 
— Sadowski, Farmer and Stevens — 
a break over the other challengers, a 
group made up of Harth, Barnes, 
Leach and Russell. 

The lead threesome continued to 
wage war in the battle of horsepower 
with Farmer seemingly having the 
upper hand on the 33-degree banking 
of the famed speedway. At the halfway 
mark in the 18-lap race, it was 
Sadowski leading Farmer and Stevens, 
but the lead was changing frequently 
each and every lap. Barnes, meanwhile, 
had pulled clear to what would end 
up being a rather lonely fourth. 
Russell was locked in a losing battle 
with Leach as the Kawasaki rider 
would slow considerably in the late 
stages, eventually finishing 10th. 
Leach would hold on to fifth. 

“I led the first lap through the 
infield and then they blew me off once 
we got on the banking,” Russell said 
later. “I hung in the draft as long as 
I could. Then, the engine began to 
overheat. If that wasn’t enough, I ran 
out of gas. The rest is history.” 

Behind them came a battle between 
the two Yamahas of John Hopperstad 
and John Condron and the Kawasaki 
of Ashmead. They would finish in that 
order. 

Farmer was continually leaving a 
hole up the inside as they approached 
the International Horseshoe and it was 
usually Sadowski who took advantage 
of it. Farmer, however, could regain 
the lead at will on the banking, and 
that’s how he ended up beating the 
other two. 

The first foreign finisher was Ire- 
land’s Leach in fifth place: “The level 
of competition and the intensity of the 
racing among the top riders is the same 
here as it is in Britain,” he said. “I 
had a bit of a scare in your west 
horseshoe when I hit a spot of some- 
thing and got the bike all out of shape. 
I lost what momentum I had with that. 
The bikes are so equal that where you 
have to make up time is under braking. 


I made a mistake on my tire choice; 
I should have gone with a softer 
compound for the rear.” ON

Jamie James takes Daytona 
in Pro Twins debut

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 9 

win-cylinder road racing in 
Thera has had almost as many 

titles as its had winners, but 
rarely has there been a race as strange 
as the inaugural round of the newly- 
named AMA Circle Bell Pro Twins 
GP1 Series at Daytona International 
Speedway. 

In the end it was another win for 
the Fast By Ferracci Ducati, but this 
time it was Ferraccis new recruit, 
defending AMA Superbike Champion 
Jamie James who brought the bright 
red machine to the winner’s circle in 
his Ducati-riding debut. James came 
out on top of a three-way battle with 
defending Champion Randy Renfrow 
and ex-Ferracci pilot Dale Quarterley, 
taking the lead on the seventh lap of 
the 15-lap event and averaging 109.332 
mph en route to a 24.62-second margin 
of victory. For his efforts, James 
pocketed $3185 of the $11,375 GP1 
purse. 

The race was really much closer than 
the margin would have one believe, 
however, as both Renfrow and Quar- 
terley were slowed by mechanical 
problems after taking their turns 
leading. James also had difficulties, his 
Michelin-shod works Ducati breaking 
a radiator hose and beginning to 
overheat late in the race. It quit on 
the cool-off lap, and James ended up 
being towed to the pits by 11th-place 
finisher Robbie Petersen after the 
finish. 

“I don’t know what would have 
happened if the race was one lap 
longer,” said James later. “I saw the 
temperature gauge going up about two 
laps from the finish. I really couldn't 
worry about-it that late in the race. 
Fortunately, things turned out okay.” 





Renfrow gave the Dunlop-shod, 
RS750-powered Commonwealth 
Honda a fine send-off in its final race 
by finishing second after being slowed 
by transmission problems. French 
Ducati rider Thierry Cupillard inher- 
ited third when Quarterley was tem- 
porarily sidelined with electrical 
problems. Quarterley recovered to 
finish fourth on his Michelin-shod 
Bollenbach Ducati 851, one of the pair 
of bikes he’d ridden last year for 
Ferracci. 

The torrid pace set by the leaders 
was such that they lapped up to fifth 
place, occupied by Englishman Robert 
Holden on the first of two New 
Zealand-built Brittens in the race, both 
of which finished in the top 10. 

Wednesday’s timed qualifying saw 
James earn the pole for Friday’s final 
with a blistering 1:56.07 lap, followed 
by Quarterley. with a 1:56.798 and 
Renfrow with a 1:57.179. Better than 
five seconds separated Renfrow from 
the fourth-place qualifier, Cuppilard, 
who clocked a 2:02.785. Italian Giorgio 
Cantalupo rounded out the front row 
of the grid with a 2:03.353. The second 
row was made up of defending Pro 
Twins Modified Production class 
champ. Kevin Erion on his Two 
Brothers Racing Honda Hawk 
(2:03.375); 1988 Pro Twins GP champ 
Doug Brauneck in the return of Dr. 
John Wittner’s Moto Guzzi (2:04.307); 
Dr. David Kieffer on his Rough Stock 
Racing Ducati (2:04.732); Pablo Real 
on a Team Leoni Ducati (2:06.037); 
and Italian Ferdinando Di Cecco on 
yet another Ducati (2:06.157). 

At the drop of the green flag, 
Renfrow led from his front-row-center 
starting position, with Quarterley 














passing the Honda rider to take the 
lead at the International Horseshoe. 
James followed Cantalupo in fourth, 
but wasted no time in passing the 
Italian, doing so as the lead pack exited 
the infield onto the west banking. 
Once past, James closed on the lead 
pair until by the time they’d reached 
turn one the trio were running nose- 
to-tail. 

Renfrow retook the lead on lap 
three, holding it for a lap before 
Quarterley again moved past. Lap five 
saw Renfrow and James both get by 
Quarterley, an order they would hold 
until lap nine, when Quarterley once 
again passed Renfrow. By this time, 
James had pulled out a slight advan- 
tage, enough that the others found it 
difficult to stay in his 175 mph draft. 

Renfrow once again led Quarterley 
as the race reached lap 10, and he 
continued to do so until lap 13, at 
which point his bike unexplicably 
jumped out of gear. 

“I was running wide open on the 
banking in fourth gear and it just 
popped out of gear,” Renfrow 
explained after the race. “It wouldn’t 
go back into gear. It’s happened before, 
but never this bad.” 

“T thought it grenaded,” said Quar- 
terley, who was right behind Renfrow 
at the time. “I almost hit the wall, I 
swerved so hard to avoid him.” 

It was some 20 seconds before 
Renfrow could get the transmission to 
reengage, and by that time the lead 
Ducati duo were seemingly out of 
reach. 

The stage was set for a dramatic last- 
lap James/Quarterley confrontation, 
but instead Quarterley’s machine 
suddenly quit running. Quarterley 
pulled it down onto the apron where 
he did some roadside troubleshooting, 
discovering that the kill switch had 
shorted out. He then yanked the wires 
off the switch and twisted the bare ends 
together after stripping them with his 
teeth! Renfrow and Cupillard both 
passed Quarterley as he restarted the 
stopped machine, and to his credit he 
soldiered home for a well-earned 
fourth place finish. 

“Jamie really had us on the straight- 
aways,” said Quarterley. “You could 
see it on our lap times. Randy and I 
were doing 1:57s, and when Jamie 
came by us on the banking that lap 
we did a 1:56. Then, the three of us 
did a full lap together and it was a 
1:55. When Jamie got out ahead, 
Randy and I did 1:56s and 57s again.” 

James’ lap times averaged 1:57.221, 
while Renfrow averaged 1:58.862; both 
turning times faster than they’d gone 
in the preceding Superbike heat race. 

Before the Renfrow and Quarterley 
incidents, the lead trio had stretched 
out over a minute’s lead on fourth 
place, which was comfortably held by 
Cantalupo until he crashed’on lap 12. 

Holden was riding injured after a 
Superbike practice crash, and worked 
his way up from a midpack start to 
finish fifth. His Britten was running 
good on the banking, but the V-twin’s 
electronic fuel injection system was off 
in the infield. The Brittens were also 
suffering from a weight disadvantage; 
the crew had mistakenly weighted the 
bikes to bring them up to what they 
believed was a 350-pound minimum, 
but that limit exists only in the GP2 
class. 

Behind Holden came British jour- 
nalist and frequent Cycle News con- 
tributor Alan Cathcart, who put his 
Spondon-framed 888cc Ducati past 
Erion on the final lap to claim sixth. 
Cathcart had suffered suspension 
teething problems with the new bike 
all week, and though he'd gotten that 
right on race day the EFI still wasn’t 
working quite right. 











Erion, whose Honda was running 
out of gas near the end, finished a 
disappointing seventh, a full lap 
behind the riders he hoped to be 
challenging in this year’s GP1 title 
chase. 

New Zealander-turned-Canadian 
Gary Goodfellow brought the second 
Britten home in eight place, his 
running far worse than teammate 
Holden’s. DiCecco and Real rounded 
out the top 10. 

As usual for Twins racing, theré 
were a number of notable non- 
finishers. These included Brauneck, 
who retired his Moto Guzzi Daytona 
1000 to the pits with a flat tire caused 
by a leaky valve stem on lap three. 

Former Battle of the Twins champ 
Jimmy Adamo’s new Ducati 888 
suffered bent valves during practice 
when a stone got between a timing belt 
and its pulley, so he entered the race 
on a Spondon-framed Sports Motor- 
cycles Ducati, not unlike Cathcart’s. 
Australian Paul Lewis had been slated 
to ride the machine, but he suffered 
injuries in a Superbike qualifying 
session. Though Adamo said the bike 
handled well, he retired it on lap five 
with ignition pickup problems after 
nearly being rear-ended in the infield. 

Lap five also saw John Long retire 
his Ducati to the pits, while Dr. 
Kieffer’s Ducati went a lap further 
before suffering a blown water seal 
while he was running in eighth 
place. cN

9 
n his first-ever race in the profes- 
I sional ranks, Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati 750 Sport rider Fabian 
Cortez defeated defending class Cham- 
pion Kevin Erion on his Two Brothers 
Racing Honda Hawk to win the 
inaugural round of the newly-named 
AMA Circle Bell Pro Twins GP2 Series 
at Daytona International Speedway. 
Erion, riding on Dunlop tires, made 
the best possible use of his polesitter 
status by leading the start, quickly 
establishing a five-second advantage.

oug Chandler ended Kawasaki’s 
Jisha win drought at Day- 

tona International Speedway by 
winning the opening round of the 
750cc Supersport Series. The last 
Kawasaki win of any kind at the 
Speedway was Eddie Lawson’s victory 
in the 1981 running of the Lightweight 
100. 

To make things even sweeter for 
Team Green, Scott Russell bravely 
rode the second factory-backed, Rob 
Muzzy-prepped ZX7 to a close second 
place behind his teammate. Russell 
came almost directly from the infield 
medical center to the grid for the 
Supersport race after his crash in the 
first of two qualifying races for the 
Daytona 200. The Georgian received 
stitches to repair a bad gash in his right 
leg and minutes later was on the grid 
for the Supersport final. 





Third place went to Yoshimura 
Suzuki’s Tommy Lynch while Rick 
Kirk and Mike Smith rode Suzuki 
GSXR750s to fourth and fifth place 
finishes, respectively. 

Chandler earned a total of $6400 in 
contingency money from Dunlop, 
Kawasaki, Muzzy R&D, Arai and 
Tsubaki. 

The first heat race on Thursday saw 
Lynch lead Chandler early, but the 
Kawasaki rider was soon past. He 
would lead for the entire five laps, 
lapping in the 2 minute, one second 
range, beating Lynch by just over 10 
seconds as he averaged 105.528 mph. 

Heat race number two saw Russell 
go wire-to-wire as he topped Smith by 
three seconds. His five lap time was 
10 minutes, 7.90 seconds, just under 
a second slower than Chandler’s heat. 

The final was a thriller as heat race 








winners Chandler and Russell went at 
it from the get-go. It was the injured 
Russell grabbing the holeshot over 
Lynch, Mike Harth, Smith and 
Chandler. By the time the pack hit the 
banking for the first time, Russell had 
built himself a comfortable 2.3-second 
cushion. By this time, however, 
Chandler had moved past the others 
and had a clear view of the streaking 
Russell. 

As the two Kawasakis came into turn 
one for the sécond time, Russell’s lead 
was cut to two seconds. The gap would 
close to 1.75 seconds by the time they 
reached the banking for the second 
time, and a lap later Chandler was on 
the rear wheel of Russell. On the fourth 
of the 10-lap affair, Chandler drafted 
past Russell on the backstraight to take 
the lead for the first time, turning a 
lap time under 2:00 for the first time. 

Although Chandler was able to close 
from a two-second deficit, he was 
unable to leave Russell, who seemed 
content to sit in Chandler’s draft for 
a planned last-lap pass. 

That plan was thwarted, however, 
when the two riders encountered two 
lapped riders as they headed into turn 
one to begin the final go-around. 
Chandler was dealt the better hand as 

he managed to get both backmarkers 
while Russell could only get past one. 

“He was playing it smart, waiting 
behind me,” Chandler said later. “I 
saw the lapped riders and figured I'd 
use them to my advantage. I broke real 
late, got a good drive and put some 
space between us.” 

At that point, Russell knew he was 
in trouble. 

“I knew what he (Chandler) had 
planned,” said Russell. “He got 
around both of them and I only got 
around one. Then it was just, see ya 
later.” 

Meanwhile, 17-year-old Lynch was 
left to watch from afar. He was one 
of the victims of Michelin’s pullout 
from U.S. road racing, and after using 
Michelin Hi-Sports for the majority of 
his young career he was now using 
Dunlops. 

“I was forced to run a tire I wasn’t 
quite used to, but they (Chandler and 
Russell) were riding good,” said 
Lynch. “They were ultra smooth and 
I was out of shape all the time.” 

Behind Lynch, four riders battled to 
the finish line. Smith led the group 
for the majority of the laps, but in the 
end it was Kirk leading the foursome 
across the line. Smith followed in fifth 
with Harth and Britt Turkington 





rounding out the four-rider duel. 
Florida’s Kevin Blais, Mexico’s Guil- 
lermo Villarreal and Illinois’ Ray 


Yoder Jr. completed the top 10 
finishers. cN

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 
outhern California’s Nigel Gale 
S stormed to the win in the first 
round of the U.S. Twin Sports 
Series for subtly-modified Harley- 
Davidson 883 Sportsters at Daytona 
International Speedway. 

Riding his Bartels Harley- 
sponsored, Dunlop-shod Sporty, Gale 
took the lead from Floridian Randy 
Kirnec in turn five of lap one, then 
fended off the drafting attempt of first- 
year Expert Andrew “Tripp” Nobles 
II on the seventh and final lap to win 
by a scant .01 of a second. Gale 
averaged 91.202 mph during the race, 
turning lap times in the 2:20-range. 

“I waited too long to make my 
move,” said Nobles after the race. “I 
didn’t have the horsepower I needed 
when I wanted to use it at the finish.” 

“The race to the finish was really 
close and it was fun,” said Gale, who 
was riding wounded after both a street 
riding accident and Pro Twins crash 
in the days preceding the race. Gale 
won $920 of the $5000 U.S. Twin 
Sports purse, which paid through 20th 
place. 

On the cool-off lap, Gale and Nobles 
bypassed the backstraight chicane in 
order to salute the Harley fans in 
H.O.G. Heaven, and were greeted by 
uproarious applause. 

Robison Harley’s Kirnec beat last 
week’s U.S. Twin Sports winner, dirt 
tracker Randy Texter to claim third 
place, with Darrell Jones fifth, racing 
veteran John Long sixth, and Tom 
Cleppe on his number 883X machine 
seventh, 

Thomas Moore came out on top of 
a tight five-way battle for eighth place, 
followed in close order by Chris 
Watson, Jim McGurrin, George 
Roeder and Tod Hebert. 

Roeder’s brother Will crashed 
unhurt on lap one at the International 
horseshoe. €N

Parker nips Ingram at Daytona

amel Pro Champion Scott Parker 
C made a mistake going into the 

final two corners of the Budweiser 
AMA 600 National Short Track at 
Daytona Beach’s Municipal Stadium 
and it won him the race. The Harley- 
Davidson factory rider got into turn 
three too hot, but managed to get his 
Bill Werner-tuned HCD-600R turned 
sooner than race-long leader Dan 
Ingram and hooked up, while Ingram 
spun out of the last corner and Parker 
nipped the ESP Racing-sponsored 
rider at the line by a wheel length. 

For the near-capacity crowd, it was 
an exciting finish to an otherwise 
follow-the leader race on a poorly 
prepared track, but it was worth the 
wait. 

“Tt was all done by accident,” Parker 
said after a victory celebration that 
included his trademark whooping 
screams. He explained that he was able 
to get it squared off after sliding into 
the cushion and took advantage of an 
Ingram miscue. “If I had gone with 
what I planned I would’ve lost the 
race.” 

“Parker’s one tough competitor,” 
Ingram said with a measure of respect. 

Cougar Gulch Distributing’s Steve 
Aseltine finished third with 600cc 
National Champion Chris Carr fourth 
and Bartel’s H-D Jay Springsteen fifth. 

The last time Parker had won a short 
track National was August 1, 1980. 

Parker earned $2000 from the 
$11,000. purse for winning the second 
of three rounds in the Budweiser/ 
Wiseco Daytona Dirt Track Series. 
Ingram pocketed $1305 and Aseltine 
$850. 

For the fifth race in a row, Brian 
Tillson was the winner among Junior 
riders. After winning twice in Ocala, 
Tillson won for the third night in a 
row at Municipal Stadium and earned 
$280 of the $1000 Junior purse. Jason 
Fletcher was second and Conrad 
Parshall nipped Bill Newkirk for 
third. 

“Tt’s my third win here so I’m not 
doing too bad at this track,” Tillson 
said. 





Time Trials 


A combined field of 105 Juniors and 
Experts time trialed for the first 600 
National of the season with Steve 
Aseltine the fastest. Aseltine, who won 
all three races here last year, circled 
the quarter-mile limestone track in 


19.555 seconds to earn the pole posi- ` 


tion for the first heat race. Bartel’s H- 
D Jay Springsteen was second at 
19.564, followed by Carr, Steve More- 
head, Will Davis, Ronnie Jones, 
Ingram, Parker, and Terry Poovey. 
The cut-off time for the 60th and final 
rider to make the field was 20.687 secs. 


Heats 


Six 10-rider heats would transfer two 
riders directly into the main. The third 
through sixth place finishers would 
advance to the semi-finals. 

Aseltine jetted into the lead in the 
first heat with Junior Jason Fletcher 
ahead of Kevin Atherton and Junior 
Speedy Kell. Aseltine took off and 
would finish with a 4.85-second 
cushion. The runner-up spot was less 
well-defined. 

Fletcher held second for the entire 
race, but slid out, unhurt, in the apex 
of the final corners on the last lap, 
handing the spot to Kell. Kell had been 
fourth, but moved up when Atherton 
fell in turns one and two just past the 
halfway mark. 

So Aseltine and Kell were in the 
main with Randy Texter leading a 
group of four into the semis. 

Gardner Pacing’s Rodney Farris 
jumped into the lead of the second heat 
from the middle of the front row, but 
Springsteen wasn’t letting him go. 
Springsteen got under the Maryland 
rider and Farris got a little wild and 
went high on the second lap letting 
the veteran pull into the lead. Farris 
chose to stay closer to the cushion edge 
of the groove while Springsteen stayed 
low until later in the race when Farris 
moved down. The closest he got to the 
lead was exiting turn four on the white 
flag lap, but he nearly center-punched 
Springsteen and had to back off. 
Springsteen’s winning margin was 








about two bike lengths with Farris 30 
yards ahead of Steve Eklund in third 
and Aaron Hill. 

Carr and Terry Poovey ran one-two 
at the end of the first lap and set out 
on a race of their own. With Carr in 
front, and able to guard his line, 
Poovey was helpless and had to settle 
for a hard-fought second. Bryan Vil- 


lella was third the entire distance and 


Larry Pegram fourth. 
Steve Morehead led the fourth heat 


for the first two laps with Rich King 
second and Parker third. But crossing 
the finish stripe on the third lap 
Morehead, on the inside, and Parker, 
on the outside, made a sandwich out 
of King and when the trio exited turn 
two Parker was in the lead and driving 
away. 

When the checkered flag fell eight 
laps later Parker had won with a 2.71 
sec. margin over Morehead who had 
about 30 yards on King. 

By the second turn of the fifth lap 
it was evident that, barring a problem, 
Will Davis was the winner. The only 
question was the margin of victory. It 
would be 4.84 secs. over rookie Expert 
Mike Hale, last year’s top Junior. 
Davis’ winnning time of 3:20.716 
would stand up as the fastest of the 
night and put him and his Eddie 
Atkins-tuned Harley on the pole for 
the main. 

Ingram won the sixth and final heat 
as impressively as Davis had won the 
fifth and almost as quickly. His time 
was 3:20.971 mins., but his margin over 
second-place finisher Ronnie Jones, 
was slightly under three seconds. 
Those two went to the main with 
Robert Damron and Dan McConnell 
and Junior Conrad Parshall into the 
semi. 


Semis 


Only the winning rider from each 
of the two semis would advance to the 
final and that rider in the first go was 
Steve Eklund. Eklund led from the 
start and the only scare he had was 
when his exhaust came loose on the 
fifth lap, eventually falling off a few 
laps later. Still, he would win easily 
with Dave Durelle a distant second. 

Tim Mertens sped into the lead from 
the outside pole at the start of the 
second semi and cruised into the main. 
Rich King fought to get into second 
place, but never mounted a challenge 
and had to settle for the Last Chance

Last Chance Qualifier 


By the second lap of the LCQ, King 
was in the lead and on his way to the 
final spot in the 15-rider main. Villella 
made a run on King on the eighth of 
ten laps, but crossed the finish line 
about five lengths adrift. 


Junior main 


Bill Newkirk chose the outside pole 
for the Junior main event, run for the 
top twelve Juniors who didn’t make 
the National main. He jetted into the 
lead but by the fifth of 15 laps Brian 
Tillson was testing him low. On the 
sixth lap Tillson powered under 
Newkirk in turns one and two and had 
smooth sailing to the line. 

“I wish I hadn’t fallen down in my 
heat race so I could be in the National, 
but this is OK,” the Laconia, New 
Hampshire, resident said. 

Newkirk was dropped to third by 


Jason Fletcher on the seventh lap 


trying to avoid a crash in turns three 
and four and looked to hold the third 
spot until Conrad Parshall wheelied 
past him at the start-finish line to take 
the final step on the podium next to 
Fletcher. 


National 


Before the start of the 25-lap main 
event, a number of riders did a walking 
inspection of the heavily rutted and 
dusty track. 

“Tm just looking at these holes,” 
fast heat winner Davis said. “Anybody 
that finds a smooth line and finds 
traction, that’s the deal.” 

“The bumps will bite you,” last 
year’s winner Aseltine said. ‘““They’re 
everywhere in (turns) three and four 
and there’s one real bad one in two.”’ 

Twelve National numbers, two 
rookie Experts, and one Junior rider 
lined up in three rows for the 600cc 
National with Davis choosing the 
inside pole on the front row. 

The green light flashed with Ingram 
leading the charge into turn one along 
with Parker, Carr, Springsteen, Asel- 
tine and Farris. Davis was the first out, 
having fallen in the first corner. 

Five laps in and the order hadn’t 
changed among the front-runners with 
everyone waiting for the others to make 
a mistake. There was no question it 
would happen because the track was 
rutting up so badly that the riding 
appeared sloppy and unpolished 
when, in fact, the riders were fighting 
just to stay upright. 

“The whole way it was back and 
forth,” Parker said. “He'd make a 
mistake and I’d make a mistake.” 

At the halfway mark it was still

Hawkins wins in ’Gator country

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 7 

uzuki factory enduro rider Randy 
S Hawkins topped 420 riders at the 

40th Annual Alligator Enduro. 
Hawkins, the defending AMA 
National Enduro Champion, jetted to 
High Point honors with a cumulative 
seven points, beating Honda rider 
Kevin Bennett by less than 10 seconds, 
via a tie-breaker check. 

“This was a typical Alligator — a 
lot of fun and safe to ride,” said 
Hawkins, who rides a RMX250. “Win- 
ning at the Alligator is a big addition 
to my riding season. It’s the right way 
to start your year!” 

Contrary to many previous events, 
this year’s Gator provided a short, dry 
and fast course. Land restrictions gave 
the hosting Daytona Dirt Riders M.C. 
less terrain to work with, and actual 
mileage totalled a mere 55 miles. 
Nonetheless, all riders added a strong 
round of applause to show apprecia- 
tion for the opportunity to ride. 

“We're riding on Georgia Pacific 
land, and it has been closed to public 
riding. They’re opening it to us 
specifically for our enduro use,” said 
club member Joe VanSeeters. 

Riders left the traditional Alligator 
start area, and were set on a 24 mph 
pace for the entire event. A short jaunt 
up U.S. 92 shot riders onto back roads, 
jeep trails, and into the woods. 

Road crossings at 2.3 miles and 9.2 
miles were the only points in the course 
where knobbies met asphalt. 

Riders got to churn it up through 
abbreviated water sections at miles 13- 
15, 56-59, and 61-62. 

The ’Gator gas stop was set at 49.6 
miles, where a reset to 55.9 gave those 
on time time enough for a quick lunch 
break. Talented riders zipped through 
the first three checks on cruise control, 
but it was the sections into checks four 
and five that kept everyone fighting 
to keep time. 

“Wow! There was eight or nine 
miles of stuff that got really tight. A 
big Husky started with us, and he must 











have really had a time,” said Kenny 
Boyd, who broke trail to gas with 
fellow Kawasaki rider Steve Hill. 
“Those palmettos can be killers!” 

Team Yamaha’s Jeff Russell was 
showing six points lost at gas, one of 
the top scores in the field. “The thick 
brush and palmetto leaves make it hard 
to read the trail,” said Russell. “You 
come up on a rider real fast, and you 
can’t find a way around until he moves 
aside. I’m from Ohio and I know how 
to ride mud, but they haven’t thrown 
much of it at us today. By the looks 
of the route sheet, our mileage to gas 
is pretty much the race.” 

After gas, lead riders motored into 
virgin territory. The next section was 
a fresh cut area that was marked the 
morning of the event. Clandestine 
stumps were part of that area, and 
that’s the making of great enduro tales. 

“Just look at my foot, how about 
that!” said Robbie Neeley, an ex-pro 
MXer who’s now on the trails with 
Team Green. “I hit something so hard 
it tore the buckles right off my boot, 
Just before that a vine caught me at 
the throat, and I had to throw the bike 
away. It was so thick in some sections 
you had to get way up on your pegs 
just to see the route arrows. There were 
a bunch of places where they could 
have thrown some extra checks at us, 
but the resets got us back on time.” 

Florida Trail Riders hotshoe Kenny 
Keylon was also on a AA pace, but 
admitted the Alligator didn’t comple- 
ment his riding style. “I’m likin’ it, 
but it’s tight out there, and I’m an open 
country man,” said Keylon. “In hare 
scrambles I can get ahead, but when 
it opens up in the Alligator, everyone 
can go 24 miles-per-hour.” 

Riders started rolling into the finish 
area at 12:50 p.m., less than four hours 
after the 9:01 key time. 

Making a quick climb to the top of 
the leader boards were Team Green’s 
Jeff Fredette and Yamaha’s Russell, 
both showing a six. 





“I came in with six, but that can’t 
be right,” said Russell. “I’m showing 
a zero in a section (check four) where 
everyone else was dropping one or 
two.” 

Fredette, who was eventually listed 
as the overall High Point rider, was 
more optimistic regarding the score 
sheets. “They must have used their 
backup sheets to justify the scoring,” 
said Fredette, who just came off 
winning the Illinois Pro Ice Racing 
Championship. “I was in the 30s 
(seconds) and Russell was in the 50s 
at the tie-breaker check. I’m happy 
with my ride.” 

I heard a crazy noise coming up 
through some whoops, and then I saw 
it was Bevo (Forti, Scott USA rep) on 
that old Bultaco.” said Fredette. “He 
was grinding the rear fender down on 
the knobby! I’m no expert on those 
things, but I think his Bul needs some 
fine tuning.” 

Jim Mitchell took sixth in the 250cc 
A class, but also came up with the top 
four-stroke finish. “My Honda XR 
didn’t have any power disadvantage — 
I was really smoothin’ out those 
palmetto roots!” said Mitchell. “It 
looks like I’m getting $500 in Honda 
contingency bucks for winning the 
four-strokes. The Alligator was a big 
hit for me!” 

While everyone was loading up and 
bench racing prior to the awards 
ceremony, Hawkins was in a huddle 
with race organizers. 

“They have Fredette’s whole row on 
time at that check (where others 
dropped 1-2),” said Hawkins. “The 
backup book shows they all zeroed, just 
like the original score, but I can’t 
believe it. (Terry) Cunningham knew 
he was late at that check, and they still 
zeroed him.” 

Approximately one hour later, an 
official decision did fall in Hawkins’ 
favor. “We finally worked it out,” 
explained Hawkins. “We had to go to 
a secondary backup board, and every- 
thing got straightened out. It was a 
great day.” 

Hawkins did some extra celebrating 
with a special friend. Jan Hrehor, a 
buddy of his from ISDE competition, 
was visiting from Czechoslovakia. 
“Jan will be here, riding the same 
schedule I am, until he goes back on 
April 23,” said Hawkins: Hrehor 
topped the 250 As, and was left in the 
spirit of giving. After receiving Scott 
goggles for his class win, he offered 
them to Hawkins and Suzuki off-road 
rep Charles Halcomb. “This is my 
prize, and I give it to my good friends,” 
said Jan. “Nothing could be better for 
me than to ride the Alligator.” €N

Gill again at Daytona

ast year Australian Tony Gill 
La the long trek to Florida 

worthwhile by taking home the 
Premier 500cc trophy. This year, the 
Mt. Pritchard resident went one better, 
defeating the top Americans to take 
both the Premier 500 and 250cc Grand 
Prix wins in the first round of the 
American Historic Racing Motorcycle 
Association’s Historic Cup Road Race 
Series at Daytona International 
Speedway. 

With 348 entries, grids were full for 
each of the 11 races, including the 
usually sparsely-contested 200cc GP 
class. The event was made all the more 
special by the presence of a number 
of foreign riders, as well as a rather 
large turnout of spectators. The crowd 
lined the fences surrounding the 
special short circuit (comprising the 
infield road course and west banking, 
connected by service roads), providing 
further evidence of the increasing 
interest in vintage machinery. 

The featured event for Premier 500cc 
machines was the final race of the day, 
and at 12 laps was also the longest. 
At the start, Team Obsolete’s Dave 
Roper took the lead on his Avon-shod 
1959 Matchless G50, followed closely 
by Gill on his Dunlop-shod Westgate 
Racing ’62 Honda CB72, and Pete 
Johnson on his Michelin-shod Fast By 
Ferracci 62 Honda CR450, nicknamed 
“Nemesis.” 

The three riders circulated at a torrid 
pace, never more than a few bike 
lengths apart. Roper took the early 
lead, with Gill second and Johnson 
third. But on lap four, Roper’s 
machine balked and Gill took the lead. 
Lap six saw Johnson also sneak past 
Roper and pull out a small advantage 








until the duo encountered lapped 
traffic, at which point Roper closed 
back in. 

Then, as the trio negotiated the left- 
hand infield kink moments after 
crossing the start/finish line to begin 
lap seven, Johnson’s. rear tire lost 
traction, and the Pennsylvanian 
careened off the track and onto the 
grass at high speed. 

“I don’t know how it happened,” 
Johnson said. “The back end came 
around. (Veteran racer) John Long was 
watching from the side of the track 
there. He said all he saw was a puff 
of smoke from the rear tire and then 
I was looking straight at him — that’s 
how far it came around! 

“I got it straightened up out in the 
grass, but I was still going over a 100 
(mph). The guardrail was coming up 
fast, so I laid it down. I slid all the 
way past the west-end horseshoe into 
the guardrail.” 

Fortunately, Johnson was unin- 
jured, largely because the bike came 
to.a stop just a few feet before it would 
have followed him into the hay bales. 
Johnson also crashed during last year’s 
Premier 500 event. 

Despite having a startling, up-close 
view of Johnson’s incident, Roper was 
again in the lead by the end of the lap, 
his machine’s performance having 
improved. But on lap 10, the Matchless 
again slowed, and Gill resumed the 
lead which he would hold till the 
finish. 

“T think it was something with the 
magneto or the carb,” said Roper. 
“The engine cut out, then it came back 
to life. It ran great for a couple of laps 
and then started to go sour again. I 
had to nurse it in the final laps.” 





“We had quite a day,” said Gill. “It’s 
hard to explain why we came all the 
way from Australia to win a trophy, 
but that’s what racing is all about. 

“We had some trouble getting 
backing, but we did get some (from 
Cantas Mfg., Poly Ad, Emery Air 
Freight, Qantas Airlines, London 
Trading Australia and Frank Munt- 
zey.) I couldn’t have done it without 
the help from my crew — Eric Deb- 
enham, Bill Snelling, Bob Blythe, 
John Swainson and Harold Gillitt, 
plus a lot of folks back home in 
Australia.” 

After the races, it was apparent that 
Gill and Roper hold each other in the 
highest esteem: “Dave is one of the 
finest competitors I’ve raced against. 
To beat Dave, I’m on top of the world,” 
said Gill. 

“There’s no more fun than to race 
with Tony,” said Roper. “Now, I need 
to go down to Australia and do it on 
one of his tracks.” 

British journalist and frequent Cycle 
News contributor Alan Cathcart 
brought a 62 Manx Norton home in 
third place. ““Manxes aren’t known for 
having much top speed, but Ill tell 
you, that bike really got going up on 
the banking,” Cathcart said. 

Canadian legend Yvon DuHamel 
ran as high as third on a Team 
Obsolete 59 Manx, but retired with 
mechanical problems. 

Gill also took the win in the second 
race of the day for 250cc GP machines, 
where he rode a standard displacement 
Honda CB72 to the win over Florida’s 
Lee Robison on a two-stroke Bridges- 
tone, and California’s Mike Green on 
a Ducati Diana. 

Rivaling the excitement of the 
Premier 500 finale was the 350cc GP 
event. After passing fellow Californian 
Craig McLean for the lead on lap two, 
Green looked to be a sure winner on 
his Avon-shod West Coast British 
Racing ’65 Ducati Sebring. But Green 
missed a shift entering the final turn

of the race and was passed by Roper 
on the ex-works ’62 AJS Triple- 
Knocker 7R/3 and McLean on his ’66 
Harley-Davidson/Aermacchi CRTT. 

“Mike rode really well,” said Roper. 
“He seemed to have a little advantage 
going out onto the bowl, but I had 
an advantage coming off. I don’t know 
what happened to him — whether he 
missed a shift or the bike started 
missing.” 

According to Green, both of Roper’s 
estimations were true: “I missed that 
shift about four times,” said a frus- 
trated-Green afterwards. “I was con- 
centrating too hard on holding them 
off through that last corner.” 

Earlier, Green had said that the 350 
was running too lean, even with the 
biggest main jet he had, and that he 
was planning to run it till it blew up. 
It never did blow up, although he did 
say that it was missing during the race 
due to oil on the points. 

Earlier, Green won the first race of 
the day in the 200cc GP class, and 
finished a close second behind AMA 
250cc GP contender Cliff Bigoney in 
the 500cc Sportsman division. 

“This is the first time I’ve tried 
vintage racing,” said Bigoney, who 
won after starting on the ninth row 
on a 62 Honda CB450. “It was a fun 
race. Rich Cook spent some time 
putting the bike together. I thought 
vintage bikes were something that guys 
just found in the corners of their 
garages and blew the cobwebs off, but 
this bike wasn’t. It was a treat to ride 
something that wasn’t just thrown 
together. 

“It reminded me of why I started 
racing in the first place — to have fun.” 

Some of the quickest laps of the day 
were turned in by Canadian John 
Ramsay on his Ecurie Classic "70 
Honda CR750, as he caught and passed 
New Yorker Pat- Moroney on his 
immaculate Team Obsolete ’72 
Harley-Davidson XR750 to win the 
750cc GP event. 

Texan Robert Tuluie rode his Fair 
Spares America-sponsored, short- 
stroke, five-speed ’72 Norton Com- 
mando to the win over the largest field 
of the day — the 63-rider 650cc 
Sportsman division. Tuluie led every 
lap of the race, as Californian Eron 
Flory came from behind to take second 
on a CC Products "72 BMW R75/5; 
New Yorker Mike Eiland was third on 
a’73 Yamaha XS650. 

After the race, Flory protested Tul- 
uie’s machine, since Sportsman-class 
rules dictate that the stroke may not 


“be altered. However, according to 


AHRMA officials, Norton built a 
short-stroke production racer in suf- 
ficient quantities to justify their 
legality. 

One of the highlights of the day was 
Al Knapp’s win in the Pre-40 division. 
The likeable senior citizen with the 
boyish grin led from start to finish on 
his American Motorcycle Institute *40 
Harley-Davidson WLDR to take a 
popular win. CN

Poovey, Tillson score

exan Terry Poovey, one of the 
most dominant riders on the 


Daytona short tracks for the last 
decade, returned to the winner’s circle 
with a win in the AMA Budweiser/ 
Wiseco Regional Championship Short 
Track at Municipal Stadium. 

By virtue of having the fastest semi 
win, Poovey set off from the pole 
position and held off a determined 
Rodney Farris for the entire 15 laps 
to take the first round in the Daytona 
Dirt Track Series. Ronnie Jones 
finished third. 

“The track was pretty much the 
same all night,” Marioneaux Racing/ 
Dallas Honda/Shoei-sponsored Poo- 
vey said. “I had a line figured out early 
and everything worked out.” 

As he had on Wednesday night, 
Junior Brian Tillson won the Junior 
main, this time over Jason Fletcher and 
Clint Vahsholtz. Tillson took over the 
lead from Fletcher on the fourth of 12 
laps and was never challenged. 

The 56 Experts and 53 Juniors 
played to less than a half-full house 
despite the fact the weather was in the 
high 50s, in great contrast to last year’s 
wet and chilly climate. 


Junior 


The six six-lap Junior heats were 
won, in order, by Dave Duhaime, Kris 
Kiser, Tillson, Bill Newkirk, Scott 
Sehl, and Vahsholtz, whose clocking 
of 2 minutes, 05.976 seconds was the 
fastest of the group. i 

Vahsholtz came back to win the first 





of the three eight-lap semis. The top 
four would move to the main and 
joining Vahsholtz from the first would 
be Conrad Parshall, Kris Kiser, and 
Trace Poulson. 

The second semi would turn out to 
be the fastest with Tillson taking the 
win over Fletcher. Stephen Beattie was 
a distant third with Scott Buchan 
fourth. Tillson’s winning time of 
2:48.286 was .33 seconds faster than the 
first semi. 

Bill Newkirk went under David 
Reeves in turn three on the fourth lap 
of the final semi and sped on to the 
win. Reeves held second with Todd 
Kendig a race-long third and Paul 
Normandin earned the final spot in 
the main. 

The Junior main was green-lighted 
at 10:30 p.m. with Fletcher wasting no 
time getting into turn one. Tillson and 
Vahsholtz were close behind trailed by 
Stephen Beattie and Kiser. 

Going down the back straight into 
turn three on the fourth lap Tillson 
went under Fletcher and the race was 
essentially over. Fletcher tried to stay 
close, but with a clear track Tillson 
was untouchable and sped to his 
second win in two nights. 

“I knew he was there the whole 
time,” Fletcher said, “but he was 
dialed-in and flying.” 

As the laps wore on the race became 
something of a parade with little 
passing. Vahsholtz was third the whole 
way and he knew why he couldn’t 
advance. 





“They were both getting into turn 
one better than me and hooking up 
better,” he said. 

Beattie was fourth all the way with 
Scott Buchan taking fifth from Kris 
Kiser four laps from the end. 


Expert 


The Expert heats got underway with 
Will Davis taking the first one. Two- 
time Ocala short track winner Dan 
Ingram won the second heat with the 
other heat wins going to Poovey, 
Farris, Jones, and Steve Aseltine. 
Ingram’s was the fastest, his 2:03.518 
close to 2.5 seconds faster than the 
fastest Junior heat. 

Ingram came back to take the first 
semi win, but it wasn’t easy. Ronnie 
Jones pressed him the whole way, both 
making the low line work while Chris 
Carr was up on the edge of the cushion 
and Mike Hale even higher than Carr. 

Despite their tactics no one could 
move up and the top four of the first 
lap — Ingram, Jones, Carr and Hale 
— would cross the finish line in the 
same order for transfers into the 12- 
rider main. 

The second semi was red-flagged 
when Tim Mertens crashed on the 
front straight at the end of lap one, 
sending Keith Day into the bales lining 
the wall. 

On the second try the same two riders 
only made it to the first turn, this time 
taking Larry Pegram and Robert 
Lewis with them. 

The third start was clean and Poovey 
and Farris quickly sped away leaving 
Brian Villella and Chris Adams to 
fight for fourth. Poovey and Farris 
both ran deep into the corners, turned 
quickly, then squared off for their drive 
down the straights. Their private battle 
took them to the fastest of the three 
eight-lap semi wins with Poovey 
winning in 2:45.091. Adams passed 
Villella on the fourth. lap for third. 








First-heat winner Will Davis was the 
third semi winner, though Steve 
Aseltine did get close at the end. 
Veterans Steve Morehead and Steve 
Eklund were the last two to qualify 
for the final. 

The holeshot went to Poovey with 
Farris, Ingram and Jones chasing him 
out of turn two. By the end of the 
second lap the order of the top three 
was Poovey, Farris, and Jones and it 
wouldn’t change for the next 13 laps. 
As hard as they tried neither of the two 
runner-ups could catch the quick 
Texan. Farris was even clipping the 
pylons on the inside of the track 

“We were changing the gearing a 
lot,” Gardner Racing-sponsored Farris 
said. “I was lighting up the motor too 
much and spinning down the straight. 
Tonight was experimental. We’ll be 
ready for tomorrow night.” 

“They beat me off the line and that 
was it,” Jones said, “It’s a lot easier 
to look at a clear track. The ruts made 
it harder to pass. I got up close to 
Rodney a couple of times then I 
wobbled.’’ Jones is sponsored by 
Garvis Honda, Shoei, and Motorcycle 
Stuff. 

The track didn’t change much all 
night and neither did the placings. 

Aseltine spent the entire race success- 
fully holding off Ingram for fourth 
place with a big gap back to Carr, who 
was well ahead of Eklund at the 
finish. cN

Farris, Fletcher, Lucy fastest at

odney Farris started off the new 
R= right on his new Gardner 

Racing/Lynch Transportation- 
sponsored, Bill Wiebler-tuned Harley- 
Davidson XR750 as he led every lap 
of the E.C. Enterprises-promoted half 
mile at Jax Raceways. 

Connecticut’s Jason Fletcher ran 
away with the Junior main, and young 
Jeremy Lucy made his trip from 
Virginia worthwhile by coming out on 
top of his first professional race in the 
Pro-Am main. 

Harley-Davidson’s Chris Carr 
topped the 30 other experts in time 
trials, turning the D-shaped oval at 
20.860 seconds. ESP Racing’s Dan 
Ingram was second with a 21.238 lap 
and Fletcher was the quickest junior 
at 21.669, which was the sixth fastest 
time overall. 

The 34 Pro-Am riders on hand were 
divided into four heats with wins 
going to Lucy, Glen Brown, Pat 
Buchanan and Kirk Hayes.

The Junior class was the largest with 
42 riders split into five heats. Fletcher, 
Rob Majeski, Conrad Parshall, Kris 
Kiser and Clint Vahsholtz were the 
winners. 

Semis were run in the Pro-Am and 
Junior classes with the top six in each 
moving to the mains. 

The first Pro-Am semi was led all 
the way by Lucy with Mike Dillon and 
Kyle Long locked in a battle over 
second. Long took over with two laps 
left but couldn’t gain on Lucy. 

The second Pro-Am semi was an 
excellent race as Pat Buchanan and 
Bret Beyer held a race-long war over 
the lead. Beyer nipped Buchanan at the 
finish line for the win. 

The first Junior semi had a little of 
everything. Brian Tillson jumped into 
the lead with pole-sitter Majeski mired 
deep in the pack. Tony Donahue, Paul 
Polhemus and Kiser were on Tillson’s 
back wheel. Donahue took over the 
lead just past the halfway point. 


Tillson maintained second while 
Vahsholtz charged into third. With 
two laps remaining Vahsholtz’s Rotax 
let go, dumping oil down the back 
straight. On the last lap Donahue saw 
his win disappear as he hit the oil and 
fell. In the shake-up that followed 
Majeski ended up second behind 
Tillson. Kiser, Polhemus, Reeves and 
DuHaime followed into the main. 

The second Junior semi was antic- 
limactic as Fletcher quickly overcame 
a bad start and pulled away. Pat Behrle 
held off Al Eadie until the last lap, 
then barely beat Conrad Parshall for 
third. 

Chris Carr easily won the first 
Expert heat over Rodney Farris, who 
had worked his way up through the 
field. Steve Aseltine led Craig Estelle, 
Dave Hebb, Recil Hart and Keith Day 
home for third. 

The second heat got off to a near- 





tragic start as George Roeder unloaded 
exiting turn four on the first lap,

leaving Tom Majeski and Steve Burk- 
holder nowhere to go. The race was 
immediately red-flagged. Burkholder 
was shaken but able to continue, 
Roeder retired to the pits, but Majeski 
had to be air-lifted out with head 
injuries. 

The restart belonged to Dan Ingram 
as he held close to a full straight lead. 
Don Estep moved by Burkholder to 
take second. Gary Davis took the last 
transfer spot over Martin Lavoie and 
Rex Fisher. 

The third heat saw Randy Texter 
holding off Erik Graybeal after pole- 
sitter Larry Pegram fell down on the 
front straight. Pegram was up quickly 
and gave chase but had too much 
ground to make up and was eliminated 
from the program. Aaron Hill led Dan 
McDonnell, Keith Jacobsen and 
Randy Roose for third. 

A winner-take-all dash for cash for 
the six fastest expert qualifiers was 
held. Chris Carr took the $300 back 
to his van after Farris slipped down 
and Ingram could only stay close. 

The Pro-Am main was an extremely 
tight, three-way race with Buchanan, 
Beyer, and Lucy constantly making a 
run at one another. Buchanan led every 
lap but the last as a trip off the groove 
dropped him to third behind Lucy and 
Beyer. Kyle Long took fourth over 
Mike Dillon and Shawn McNary. 

Fletcher ran uncontested in the 
Junior main. Kiser held off a fast- 
closing Rob Majeski for second. A 
short distance back Al Eadie led 
Conrad Parshall and Speedy Kell to 
the finish. 

Rodney Farris blasted off the line to 
lead the Expert main with Ingram, 
Carr, Hill and Texter in tow. Carr 
moved past Ingram and slowly closed 
on Farris. Ingram held a secure third 
well ahead of Hill, Aseltine and 
Texter. 

Carr made a strong run on the last 
lap but it fell just short.

“I slowed down for the waving 
yellow and there was a lapped rider 
there,” Erion explained later. ““You’re 
not supposed to pass, so I just followed 
him through. That let Fabian catch 
up to me.” 

On lap 11 of the 15-lap final, Cortez 
drafted past Erion on the banking to 
take the lead for the first time, but 
Erion reversed the positions by lap 13. 
A lap later and Cortez again took the 
lead, this time holding it to the finish. 
Cortez took the win by a 4.2-second 
margin, averaging 100.572 mph, with 
lap times in the 2:07-range. 

“He (Fabian) was wild,” said Erion, 
sullenly, after being dealt his first 
losing hand since the Loudon, New 
Hampshire, round of the series in June 
"89. “He hit the hay bales once, he 
almost hit the wall once, I was waiting 
for him to crash.” 

“I got a little fatigued, that’s all,” 
said Cortez, who admitted he’d almost 
given up and settled for second early 
in the race. “I think Erion’s mad at 
me — I don’t know why.” Cortez 
earned $1715 of the $6125 GP2 purse. 

Last year’s Mod Prod winner Bob 
Griffiths rode his Manfred Hecht/ 
Raceco-built, Transkontinental- 
framed monoshock Moto Guzzi to a 
third-place finish after rival Craig 
Shambaugh retired his vibrating 
Ducati F-1 with two missing motor 
mount bolts. Frank Shockley and 
Kevin Stasny brought their Ducatis 
home in fourth and fifth places, 
respectively. Paul Kelly on a Harley- 
Davidson, Mike Tiberio on a Moto 
Guzzi, Ed Abdo on a Honda Hawk, 
Rich Paison on a Ducati and Blaine 
Paulus on a Guzzi rounded out the top 
10. 

Bartels Harley rider Nigel Gale put 
in a fine ride until crashing in his own 
oil on lap seven while holding down

day. Then, two days later at the 
Expert/Junior/Pro-Am event, Ingram 
was again in command with another 
victory. 

On Sunday, at the Expert/Junior 
event, the 43 Junior riders were placed 
into six scratch heats with wins going 
to Kris Kiser, Lew Woods, Brian 
Tillson, Al Eadie, Dale Jenneman ; and 
Rick Anderson. 

Tillson, Kiser, Mike Varnes and 
Conrad Parshall topped the regular 
Junior heats, and Speedy Kell and 
Clint Vahsholtz topped the semis. 

At the start of the Junior final Clint 
Vahsholtz shot his Data-Tel/Tsubaki/ 
Roger Wardon/Vahsholtz Auto/ 
Shoei/Ron Wood-sponsored Wood- 
Rotax out front of the scramble for 
second. 

The Vansholtzes had spent the night 
putting a new engine in, after blowing 
up the night before in Jacksonville.

rian Swink wrapped both 125 and 
B 250cc Expert class championships 

in the final round of the Amateur 
Triple Crown of Motocross at Daytona 
International Speedway. Swink dom- 
inated the 125cc qualifier and main but 
had already won the 250cc class title 
before the final round. 

The Team Green Kawasaki rider, 
who is coming back after a two-year 
layoff due to a broken leg, said, “My 
leg feels strong again, but I didn’t want 
to push my luck by riding both classes 
today.” 

Mathew Crown topped the 250cc 
Expert main event thriller. 

Cycle Marine Center/Honda- 
supported Todd Gardner scored the 
only double class win at Daytona, 
earning 250 and 500cc B class wins en 
route to both championships. 

Approximately 450 riders opened 
the dirt racing portion of Daytona 
Speedweek ’90 on a Gary Bailey- 
designed supercross track. Bailey’s 
supercross circuits are known for their 
tortuous gatorbacks and whoops and 
clever jump combinations. The Pro- 
fessor did not disappoint riders with 
his latest creation. Gardner com- 
mented, “The track here today is very 
demanding. It requires constant con- 
centration and there isn’t any place to 
let off and catch your breath.” 

Triple Crown boss Jerry West said, 
“This is a great rider field considering 
Daytona’s minimum 16-year-old age 
rule. We awarded Mini and Youth class 
awards at the end of our second round 
at Gatorback.”’ 





The 125cc Expert final rocketed off 
the gate led by Gary Paul with David 
Gaylord, Swink, Mathew Crown, 
Chad Lough and Ty Wallace in the 
hunt. Paul’s WKR/TX 10 Clothing- 
backed Honda owned the first two laps 
until Swink danced by for the win on 
lap three. Paul guarded second against 
Crown and Dan Jannette. 

Swink explained, “This Kawasaki is 
box stock. My dad setup the damp- 
ing and it works great.” 

The 250cc Expert final saw Kevin 
Foley, Ty Wallace, Paul, Mathew 
Crown and Aaron Becker on the gas 
through the first turn. 

Crown said, “I got a midpack start, 
but sneaked by a bunch of guys in the 
first whoops.” 

Foley, who owned lap one, elabo- 
rated, “I was riding too hard to last. 
Those guys were pushing me and I got 
out of shape in the rockers.” 

Paul took the lead briefly, but bailed 
hard on a double and Wallace took the 
point. Crown’s Tri Tech Racing/Pro 
Stock Suspension-equipped Suzuki 
dogged Wallace before finally moving 
by on the final lap for the win. 

Crown said, “Wallace was faster in 
the whoops, but I finally slipped by 
inside him on a double.” 

Billy Silverole came back from 
midpack to close on the leaders at the 
end and finished third. Silverole said, 
“I’m glad they gave us 10 laps.” 

All Senior class finals featured 
intense racing. In the Plus 25 start Joe 
Rogers led Mike Roth and Kevin Foley,

Suzuki set the pace at the end of lap 
one. Foley reeled in Roth, nailed a pass 
and fought off a tenacious Roth to the 
checkered flag.

Senior division one class action saw 
Angelo Santaniello stalk Kenneth 
Wood for seven laps before nailing a 
dramatic last-lap pass. 

Larry Roeseler took a break from his 
Team Green Kawasaki Off Road Team 
duties for a little fun en route to the 
Senior division two class win. Roeseler 
commented, “I am officially in town 
for the Alligator Enduro, but it is fun 
taking part in the whole week.”

medal at the West German ISDE.

We have 
enjoyed the good organization, fine 
tracks and great competition in the

Ryan refuses to lose 
at Sandhill Ranch

rivateer Rick Ryan won every 
P moto en route to the 125, 250 and 

500cc Pro class wins at the final 
round of the GFI California Winter 
MX North/South Showdown Series at 
Sandhill Ranch. Ryan rode a mis- 
match of bikes ‘and used a hometown 
advantage to race virtually unchal- 
lenged in all three Pro classes. 

Joel Albrecht’s win streak was 
finally stopped as he crashed and bad 
luck left him out of the top 10 in the 
125cc Intermediate division, but 
Albrecht still carried enough points to 
clinch the championship. Albrecht 
was unstoppable in the 250cc Interme- 
diate class and powered home to win 
his second class championship. 

Another two-class winner was Brian 
Curtis as he topped the combined 25- 
29 Novice/Intermediate class by large 
leads both motos and won the class 
championship by 26 points. Curtis 
also won the 250cc Novice class with 
a 2-1 score. Curtis and Danny Seyler 
had been battling for the class title and 
Curtis came into the final round the 
underdog, but Seyler handed the title 
to Curtis by not competing in the final 
round. 

Beginners and Novices raced Satur- 
day, and Sunday was for Pro, Inter- 
mediate and all the 25-29 classes. 
Sunday’s races were cut short due to 





rain, and most classes raced only one 
moto with overall scores based on that 
moto finish. 

Brian Roth led the start of the 250cc 
Pro class moto and seemed to be 
pulling away. After a mid-pack start 
Ryan moved up to third by the halfway 
point. Jimmy Clay had also moved up 
and quickly displaced both Grant 
Michaelson and leader Roth. Ryan 
wasted no time and did the same and 
soon the battle for the lead was between 
Clay and Ryan. 

Danny Paladino passed the fading 
Michaelson and soon began pushing 
Roth. On the final lap Ryan tried to 
pass Clay but went wide in a turn. 
Ryan kept the pressure on and passed 
Clay for the win. Paladino made a last- 
lap pass on Roth to claim third. 

Ryan led from start to finish in the 
125cc Pro class. Tim McClintock held 
second over Danny Paladino and Jeff 
Pestana for the first half of the race, 
but near the end Pestana stuffed his 
way by McClintock. McClintock 
stayed close but Pestana finished 
ahead. Ryan won by half a track, 
Pestana finished second, McClintock 
a close third and Paladino finished 
fourth. 

Ryan borrowed a Kawasaki and took 
another runaway victory in the 500cc 
Pro class. ATK’s Willy Musgrave rode

close to Ryan early in both motos, but 
Ryan moved away. Musgrave cruised 
in second and clinched the 500cc Pro 
title. 

Ron Turner and Eric McKenna 
battled fiercely in the Vet Pro class as 
the two riders swapped the lead nearly 
every two laps. Turner came out the 
winner for the day, but McKenna 
wrapped up the series championship 
with his second-place finish. 

“‘He’s lucky he didn’t have to race 
the second moto in the mud,” 
McKenna, who is from northern 
California, said. “Turner is a southern 
guy, and he isn’t used to mud like we 
are.” 

“I could have won the entire series, 
but I didn’t have money to buy a 
license, so I lost a lot of points,” said 
Turner. “I won all the races I entered.” 

Joel Albrecht led the way at the start 
of the 125cc Intermediate moto, and 
on the first lap built a 10 second lead 
before he fell and dropped back. Stan 
Finney took over the lead and held it 
for two laps before he crashed as well. 
Brett Comer held the lead for the next 
two laps, then crashed also. Pat Gomm 
steadily moved up from midpack, 
passed Tyler Hummel, then inherited 
the lead and walked away with the win. 
Hummel finished second over Eric 
Ducray. Albrecht got up as far as fifth 
before he jumped on Mike Staton 
during the final lap and ended up 12th. 

It took Albrecht one lap to pass 
everyone in the 250cc Intermediate 
class and sped away to the win. Darren 
Gallagher held second for the entire 
moto and repelled a last lap charge by 
Gomm. 

Chris Corum led the Vet Novice 
class, but was riding wildly and endoed 
off the track. Corum’s mistakes 
allowed Jim Peters to get very close 
and the two riders stayed inches apart 
the remainder of the race. Corum won, 
Peters finished second, Jim Duyorus 
stayed in third the whole moto, Frank 








Lavres finished fourth and Tony 
Shipman worked up from almost last 
place. to finish fifth. Corum won the 
class title over Peters and Frank Levres. 

Jason Williams led every lap of the 
first 500cc Novice moto but crashed on 
the final lap, handing the win to Mike 
Maniscalchi who started fifth but 
moved through the pack. Aaron 
Athans finished second and Williams 
remounted for third. 

In the second moto it was Williams 
out front again, but this time Manis- 
calchi was glued to his back tire. 
Maniscalchi only needed to finish 
third to wrap up the championship, 
but he decided to go for the win. 
Disaster struck on the fourth lap as 
Maniscalchi fell and dropped to sixth. 
Williams cruised to the checkers, and 
on the final lap Maniscalchi moved to 
fourth but couldn’t pass Scott Medley.

“I got greedy, I wanted to win,” 
Maniscalchi said afterwards. ‘‘Just 
chalk it up to inexperience,” he added. 

“After the first moto I figured it was 
over, but when I didn’t hear Mike’s 
bike behind me in the second moto, 
I knew I had a chance to win the title,” 
said Williams. “I did what I had to 
do, then just waited to see what place 
Maniscalchi finished.” cN

Breathing lessons: Air filters 


otorcycle engines may look 
M rugged and eran from the 

outside, but internally, they are 
as delicate as wings on a butterfly. 
Just the tiniest amount of dirt, sand 
or dust can severely damage or 
destroy an expensive engine in a 
matter of seconds. However, such 
catastrophes can easily be avoided. 

Most mechanics will tell you that 
your motorcycle’s air filter is the key 
factor for long engine life and 
maintaining its peak performance. It 
is for these reasons that air filters 
require more attention and mainte- 
nance than any other part on your 
motorcycle, more so for off-road 
motorcycles than street bikes, 
because where there is dirt, there is 
almost always dust and sometimes 
mud just waiting to be sucked into 
your engine. Simply put, an improp- 
erly serviced or neglected air filter 
can hinder engine performance 
and/or lead the way, in the fast 
lane, to expensive internal engine 
repairs. È 

An uncared for filter can give a 
motorcyclist two kinds of headaches 
— the first being the inconvenient 
and annoying kind. 

If you let an air filter get too 
clogged with dirt, it will restrict the 
amount of air flow to the carburetor. 
When the flow of air is reduced, the 
fuel/air mixture, which is fed into 
the cylinder through the carburetor, 
becomes too rich, resulting in slower 
throttle response and a rough- 
running engine. Most of the time, 
the engine will first be effected at low 
rpm, when the throttle is first 
applied. The motor will sometimes 
sputter and hesitate. This can also 
be noticed when the motor is revved 
high, which requires more air and 
faster air flow. Plus, a too-rich fuel/ 
air mixture could very easily cause 
the spark plug to foul, leaving you 
stranded on the trail if you don’t have 
a spare plug with you. These kind 
of problems will slow you down, if 
not stop you completely, in race 
situations. 

The second possible headache, 
which will most likely result in a 
migraine, is the worst of the two. The 
aftermath will cost you lots of money 
and many hours of down-time. 

The more a filter becomes clogged 
with grime, the chances of dirt 
slipping through the filter and into 
the engine is greatly increased. Dirt 
particles can plug up the carburetor 
jets, or worse yet, make it all the way 
into the cylinder and the crank. Dirt 
and grit in these places will prema- 
turely wear out carburetor parts or 
quickly destroy expensive and hard- 
to-reach engine parts, such as bear- 
ings, pistons, rings, cylinder liners, 
valves, etc. Get the picture? Dirt and 
moving engine parts don’t mix. Air 
filters are designed to prevent this 
from happening. 

There are three basic types of filters 
used in motorcycles: foam, gauze and 
paper. Foam is the most common, 
but all of them work on the same 
basic principle. 

A paper- or gauze-type filter uses 
a random weave of paper or cloth 
strands. They can only stop dirt 
particles larger than the smallest 
hole in the paper or strands. Unfor- 
tunately, these filters do have flaws. 
Every time they stop a piece of dirt, 
it plugs up a hole. When the holes 
become plugged, it actually filters 
better, but air flow is reduced. When 
this happens, a strong vacuum is 
created and starts to dislodge some 
of the dirt particles it trapped earlier 








and tends to pull them into the 
engine. 

Foam filters are more efficient. A 
foam filter uses a uniform network 
of completely interconnected strands 
forming a maze that dirty air can’t 
avoid. But this alone is only half the 
battle. 

To help catch the grit, the filter 
needs to be coated with some kind 
of sticky substance, such as oil, either 
aspecifically designed foam filter oil, 
or everyday 30 wt. motor oil. (But 
there are significant differences 
between the two oils that we'll 
discuss later). 

When the filter is coated with a 
sticky substance, air contaminated 
with dirt is pulled through the entire 
volume of the foam element (not just 
the surface). During this process, dirt 
particles are thrown into contact 
with the oil-coated strands as air 
passes through the entire depth of 
the filter element. The dirt sticks to 
the strand, but doesn’t necessarily 
block the opening. Virtually no dirt 
or dust particles escape capture by 
the sticky strands and extremely high 
air flow and filtering efficiencies are 
achieved. 

But in severe dust conditions, the 
filter can become so clogged that very 
little air will pass through. 

Although cleaning and servicing 
air filters is a relatively simple task, 
we all know that it isn’t much fun 
to do and that’s why air filters are, 
all too often, unheeded. It’s a dirty 
job, but, as they say, someone’s got 
to doit. Unfortunately, that someone 
is you. 

How often should you clean your 
air filter? Well, that depends. If you 
have a street bike then you probably 
won’t have to worry about cleaning 
your filter too often, since dust and 
mud isn’t encountered all that much 
when riding on pavement. In this 
case you can just follow what your 
motorcycle’s owner’s manual recom- 
mends. But if you ride dirt bikes, then 
air filter maintenance is priority 
number one. Most off-road motor- 
cycle owner’s manuals will recom- 
mend servicing your air filter after 
every ride, usually at the end of the 


day. But that’s just a guideline. In 


dustier- or muddier-than-usual con- 
ditions, you might want to clean 
your filter each time you get off your 
bike. To make the job quicker and 
easier on race day, or while trail 
riding, you might want to carry an 
extra air filter element or two in your 
toolbox and just swap filters. It’s not 
always easy to correctly clean your 
air filter while parked in the pits or 
out in the hills. 

In severe dusty conditions, moto- 
cross riders might want to clean or 
replace the filter in between motos, 
while off-roaders might want to do 
the same thing in between loops in 
enduros or hare and hounds. It can’t 
hurt to be too careful, because 
engines aren’t cheap. Generally 
speaking, when you finish your ride 
and if your goggle lenses and jersey 
are covered in dust, so is your air 
filter. 

Next week we’ll discuss the proper 
methods of cleaning paper, gauze 
and foam air filters. There is a right 
and a wrong way to clean air filters.

Lewis doubles Dual European 
Scrambles

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 25 

There was more than just one winner at the 
Huntington Beach M.C. Dual European 
Scrambles held at Teagle Wash near Red 
Mountain, but the biggest winner of all was 
the AMA/District 37 Legal Defense. There. 
were no trophies for winners or finisher pins 
for the 780 entries today; all proceeds from 
the entry fees, t-shirt sales and HR780 pin sales 
went to the cause. 

“We changed our race to draw attention to 
how serious this threat is to us,” said club 
member John Karell of the bill going before 
federal legislators that would further limit the 
land available to off-road recreational use. 
Karell noted that HBMC hoped their event 
would challenge other clubs to hold benefit 
races for the fund. 

One of the most exciting of the 20 races 
staged on the four courses was the 125cc event 
on the B course. Leading at the bomb was 
Yamaha’s John Braasch with Kawasaki's 
Roger Hurd and KTM’s Jimmy Lewis in hot 
pursuit. The trio battled it out through the 
canyons, changing positions several times. 
Hurd was in the lead when the threesome 
made their charge at a silty uphill. Braasch, 
who was in second place, faltered on the hill, 
while Lewis made the most of the situation 
and overtook Braasch. Before the end of the 
first loop, Lewis passed Hurd to claim first 
and had a 30 second lead by the time he passed 
through the home chute, followed by Braasch 
and Hurd. Lewis held his position to the 
finish, but was challenged through the second 
loop by Braasch and Hurd, who ended the 
race second and third, respectively. 

The KTM/F&L Fuel/Power Bars/Malcolm 
Smith-sponsored Lewis was a double winner 
for the day, having won the 125cc race on 
the A course, as.well. Lewis led wire-to-wire 
followed by Sean Bradley, on a Honda, Hurd, 
Ed Pierce and Keith Loonsfoot. 

In the first 250cc race of the day on the B 
course, Dan Richardson, on a Honda, was 
third at the bomb and quickly passed the two 
riders in front of him. He was soon way ahead 
of the pack, so far ahead that when he stopped 
during the second loop to replace a breather 
tube that had been spraying him with gas, 
there was no one within sight of him. He 
cruised in to claim an easy win. Back in second 
place was Randy Moseley, on a Suzuki. 

The tables were turned on the A course 250cc 
event. Once Moseley got through bumping 
bars with a competitor through the bomb run, 
he rode hard, pacing himself to a win. It was 
Richardson's turn to settle for second. 

“I thought I was leading and all of a sudden 
someone was in front of me,” said Richardson. 
“The second time across the valley, he was 
gone.” + 

Finishing third was Brian Nevestich. 
Robert Baehr passed Dave Chase on a 
downhill in the second loop to snag fourth. 
Rounding out the top five was Frank 
Chamberlin. 

KTM’s Dan Smith cruised to an easy win 
in the Open class on the A course in spite 
of still favoring an injured shoulder. Kawasaki 
Team Green’s Ted Hunnicutt was having his 
own problems, rushing around just before the 
race to fix his silencer and then forced to ride 
with a loose clutch perch. He still managed 
to finish second. ATK’s Paul Krause got a 
good start out of the hole, but was passed in 
the second loop by Derrick Paiement going 
up into the rocky hills. Paiement nabbed 
third, Krause took fourth and Robert Laugh- 
lin finished fifth. 

On the B course, Open rider Paiement led 
his class at the bomb with Hunnicutt and 
Smith following. Shortly after, Hunnicutt got 
by Paiement in the rolling hills. Smith snuck 
past Paiement in a tight canyon, still in the 
first loop, and the three riders maintained 
their postiions to the finish: Hunnicutt, Smith 
and Paiement. Rounding out the top five were 
Laughlin and ATK’s Chris Crandall. 

It was John Silva, aboard a Kawasaki, and 
Honda’s Chuck Miller fighting for the win 
in both the Vet races. Miller led from the start 
in both contests, with Silva taking Miller half- 
a-mile out in the B course and halfway 
through the A course. Wrapping up the Vet 
class on the A course were Kawasaki's Kenny 
Parry in third, Ron Bragdon, piloting a 
Honda, in fourth and Kawasaki's Paul Ostbo 
in fifth. The B course saw Ostbo finish third, 
Bragdon earn fourth and Parry take fifth. 

Kawasaki Team Green’s Anna Cody Merritt 
outpaced all the Women in both races for a 
double win. Mark Force won the B Senior 
race by a full three minutes, followed by Super 
Senior Al Guzman. Cleon Loonsfoot led most 
of the A course Senior race, until he took a 
wrong turn and allowed Gary Garland to 
snatch the lead and take the win.
